Published Monday.

THE INTERNAL REVENUE FEATURES 
MAY BE WITHHELD. 


It May Not Be Thoroughly Canvassed and 
Decided Upon by the Time the Tariff 
Elll Proper Is Presented to Congress 
and the Country— his Question May 
Be Brought Forward Later as a Sepa- 
rate Measure—Affairs at the National 
Oapital. — 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2%.—The indica- 
tions to-night are that the internal revenue 
features of the tariff question will 

not be ready for report on Mon- 
day, when the tariff din proper 
will be given to the country. This, accord - 
ing to Judge Montgomery of the Ways and 
Means Committee, is not to be accepted as 
indicating that it has been decided to divide 
the question and bring two bills, but grows 
out of the fact that, while the revision of the 
schedules and the enlargement of the free 
list have been completed, the matter 
of raising more revenue dy interna- 
tional taxation is Still unsettled. 
The committee has simply cecided to make 


public at once that portion of its work which | 


is completed, and especially as it is the por- 
tion the public is Most curious about and in- 
terested in. The other matter will be brought 
forward later, and may be presented either 
in the form of a separate bill or as an amend- 
ment to the bill to be published on Monday. 
It is admitted that the woolen schedule will 
be substantially the same as in the Springer 
bill, presented in the last Congress. The 
terms of the schedule are believed to be as 
follows. 

All wools, hairon the camel, goat, alpaca, 
and other like animals, and all wool and hair 
on the skin, all nails, top waste, stupbing 
waste, roving wast, ring waste,yarn waste, 
card waste, bur waste, rags and flocks, in- 
cluding all waste or rags composed wholly or 
m part of wool, are on the free list. Woolen 
and worsted yarns, made wholly or in 
part of wool, gworsted or hairof the camel, 
goat, etc., valued at not more than 80 cents 
per pound, are rated 85 per cent. Wwhien is the 
ad valorem rate of the McKinley bill without 
the specific duty which that bill provides. 

On all woolen and worsted cloths; shawls, 


y~and knit fabrics, and all fabrics made on 


Enitting machines or frames and all mana- 
factures of every deszription made wholly or 
in part of wool, worsted or hair of the camel, 
goat, etc., valued at not more than 30 cents 
per pound, the duty is 40 per cent. 
On blankets, hats of wool, flannels for un- 
derwear, composed wholly or in part of wool 
or bair of the camel, etc., valued not at more 


than 80 cents per pound, the duty is 25 per 
cent; valued at more than 80 cents and not 
more than 50 cents per pound, the duty is 
80 per cent. On blankets and hats of wool 
sand so forth, valuedat not more than 50 cents 
per pound, the duty is 35 per cent. 

There is likewise a well-predicted forecast 
as to the schedule which includes women’s 
and children’s dregs goods. On which wool 
coat linings, Italian cloths and cloths of sim- 
ilar character, the warp of which is cotton or 
other vegetable material, the value not ex- 
ceeding 15 cents per square yard, a duty of 25 
per cent is placed. 

On women’s and children’s dress goods, 
etc., wholly or in partcf wool, worsted, etc., 
the duty is fixed at 40 per cent. 

On clothing ready made and articles of 
wearing apparel a duty of 46 per cent is 
placed. 

On cloaks, dolmans, jackets, etc., 
ladies and children a duty otf 45 per cent. 

On.webbing, suspenders, belting and bind- 
ing, braids, galoons, fringes, etc., 40 per 
cent. 

Oncommon carpets, which were taxed 80 
per cent in t. Springer bill, the duty in this 
tariff bill will be about 25 per Cent, and on 
some of the finer grades of carpets, all of 
which were taxed 40 per cent in the Springer 
bill, the duty in this Dill is somewhat less. 

The cut in the linen schedule is quite heavy, 
that in silk is cor*paratively light and the 
cut in the cotton schedule is nothing like as 
great as that in wool, 

The dificuity with regard to whisky, sugar 
and incomes is still unsolved and is develop- 
ing some bitterness. The income tax in par- 
ticular is giving rise to a good deal of discus- 
sion and some strong language is being used 
on both sides of the question. The tax, how 
ever, is likely to prevall. The opponents of 
the tax are reduced tothe necessity of try- 
ing to enlist the President and his Cabinet in 
the fight on their side. An absurd story was 
sent broadcast last nightto the effect that 
the (Cdbinet at its session yesterday 
had decided against the income tax. 
As a matter of fact the Cabinet did 
not consider the question. It is not 
engaged in framing or passing upon meas- 
ures to be presented to Congress. The mem- 
bers are believed to have individual views on 
the question of the tax, but they are not ex- 

ressing them for use before the committee.

HERBERT WANTS MORE TORPEDO BOATS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 25,—It is thought 
that Secretary Herbert will in his forthcom- 
ing annual report indorse the recommenda- 
tion of Capt. Sampson, chief of the Bureau 
of Naval Ordnance, that the $4,500,000 ap- 
propriated by Congress to duplicate the Ve- 
suvius be used for the construction of two 
torpedo boats. Itisan open question, how- 
ever, whether the torpedo boats be of the 
Ericsson Destroyer type. So much progress 
bas Deen made of late in the designing and 
construction of torpedo boats afd auto- 
mobile torpedoes that it is thought 
the Secretary will leave the whole 
question to Congress or request Congress to 
leave it tothe department to determine the 

attern of the vessel to be constructed. The 

ricson agents are very active in urging the 
departmentto adopt the Destroyer model, 
and it is more than likely that they will be 
successful. The Vesuvius has proven of so 
little value as a dynamite cruiser that no 
more vessels of her type will be asked for 
until improvements have been made in tbe 
manipulation of the Zalinski gun. At pres- 
ent this costly vesselis being used to destroy 
dereliets along the Atlantic coast.

Gladstone Fears He Will Not Live 


Another Year. 


His Great Mind Shows Marked Signs of 


Decaying Powers. 


NOTICEABLE FAILURE BOTA IN HEALTH 
AND SPIRITS. 


The Past Ten Weeks Have Aged Him 
More Than All the Previous Years of 
His Battle for Home Rule—“‘Cat Naps’’ 
on the Treasury Bench Now More Fre- 
quent and Profound—immediate Rest 
Alone Can Frolong the Lifs of the 
Grond Old Leader.

BERLIN, Nov. 25.—Ifany further proof was 
required than that pointed out in this cor- 
respondence that there was not only no re- 
conciliation between Emperor William and 
Bismarck last October, but that the latter’s 
reply was an abrupt refusal of the Kaiser's 
kindly ‘worded invitation, the publication 
this week of historian Blum and an account 
of the rupture between the Emperor and 
Bismarck makes the fact entirely obvious. 
This publication was undoubtedly made with 
Bismarck’s consent if not with his actual in- 
stigation. The hostile tone of the disclosures 
is accepted in Germany as indicating the 
present and final disposition of the great 
exile at Friederichrue towards his titular 
master. 

Bismarck is reported to de able to take 
daily walks, but is extremely weak. His 
doctor expects that he will be completely re- 
stored to health by spring. 

The Countess Herbert Bismarck gave birth 
to a daughter at &choenhauses on Wednes- 
day. This is Prince Bismarck’s third grand- 


child, his son Count William having two 


daughters. 
VON CAPRIVI’S HIT. 1 

The Reichstag, after a five days vacation, 
began its deliberation of the commercial 
treaties proposed between Germany and Kou- 
mania, Servia and Spain. The fate of these 
measures was regarded as doubt- 
ful until Chancellor Von Caprivi 
made bis firm speecn in support 
of them yesterday evening. It is recognized 
on all sides that the Chancellor made a de- 
cided hit by a remark he made referring to 
the attacks upon him on the ground that he 
did not possess an acre of land, and there- 
fore, was not an interested party. Would

It is generally believed by the best-in- 
formed politicians to-day that the admirable 
defense of the treaties made by the Chancel- 
loo assures their safety in spite of any oppo- 
a which may be brought to bear against 
them. 

secretary of State Von Marschal’s opening 
speech also made a deep 88 upon the 
Reichstag. He succeeded in showing that 
while a refusal to vote the treaties-would not 
benefit the landed proprietors in any way, it 
would hurt all other interests. But, at the 
best, the majority in favor of the treaties 
will not be very large, andthe same uncer- 
tainty prevails in regard to every other pub- 
lic question. 

GERMANY GREATLY STIRRED UP. 

Never before have the affairsof the coun- 
try been stirred upto such a degree as at 
present. Nearly every party, with the ex- 
cept of the Socialisés and Herr Richter’s wing 
of the Freisinnige party, is divided on every 
proposition of the Government, and an 
equally disturbed state of affairs prevails 
upon every proposition made by the different 

rties. 

The new proposed taxes upon tobacco, wine 
and receipts continue to meet with a grow- 
ing and formidable opposition from all par- 
ties. At Thursday’s meeting of the bankers, 
who assembled to enter a vigorous protest 
against the proposed 2 tax, very strong 
words Were uttered, and it wes decided to 
do everything possible to prevent this taxa- 
tion. The meeting was of special import- 
ance. in view of the fact that every banking 
institution, including those whose connec- 
tions with the Government were wellknown, 
was represented. Their resolutions declared 
that not only the exchange business but the 
whole trade of Germany would suffer im- 
mensely from the tax. e capital 1

marks. 


HAMMERSTEIN’S ATTACK.

It will be remem- 
bered that soon after the death of Emperor 
William I. the Reichstag, acting under 5 
patriotic pressure, voted unanimously (the 
Socialists leaving the hall) the sum of 10,000, - 
000 marks for this monument.

Later it was reported that M. Poytral, Min- 
ister of Finance, had. also resigned, and it 
goon became known that the resignations of 
all these three ministers had been tendered. 

After speeches from both sides, M. Pal- 
letan counted the Tribune and demanded to 
know whether be had the entire Oabinet or 
only a portion of the Cabinet before him. To 
this Premier Dupuy replied, ‘‘The whole 
Cabinet is here; you can speak. 

Mr. Dupuy’s remark was greeted with loud 
cheers and also caused a violent tumult on the 
extreme Left, many members of the latter 
party declaring that M.Peytral had banded In 
his resignation. This caused M. Pelletan to 
exclaim in a loud tone, Not having a 
united Cabinet before me, I decline to 
Speak. 

M. Pelletan’s remark caused the Leftist side 
to break outinto renewed applause, which 
was intermixed with considerable tumult. 
M. Brisson declared that the ministry’s con- 
duct was unconstitutional and that it was 
impossible to continue the debate. Tremen- 
cheering greeted this remark and there 

mprc“eqult and considerable disorder 
e all sides‘ of the amber, after 

en M. Jaures withdrew his interpel - 
lation, pending a reconstruction of 
the cabinet. This caused renewed disorder, 
during which it was announced that the 
Cabinet had resigned and that the Chamber 
of Deputies adjourned until Monday.

IT GREW WORSE. 

Gradually the affairs of all the banks 

grew worse. In order to avoid official in- 
Vestigation large amounts were loaned to 
Government officials tosecure the election 
of candidates and In return, as the investi- 
gation shows, the politicians gave the banks 
their support. When investigations were to 
be made, ample notice was given and they 


prepared fot it by borrowing funds or Is- 
suing new notes. Last spring Sig. Glolitti 
gave notice thatall the banks would be ex- 
amined onacertain day, in order to pre- 
Vent collusion by the loaning of money 
by one bank tothe other. On the day ap- 
pointed for the examination, Cucineallo, 
the director of the Roman brancn bank, de- 
camped with 2,500,000 lire. This flight caused 
ugly rumors, He was arrested as he was 
leaving Italy disguised as a priest. He was 
imprisoned and an investigation was begun, 
The Roman branch was found to have a 
deficiency of 3,000,000 lyre. The books showed 
that the money had been taken from 
the bank during several years 
and presumably for political pur- 
poses. Alexandre, the cashier of the 
bank was indicated as an accomplice in em- 
beggling the funds. In the investigation 
which followed it was found that nearty all 
of the original six banks were in disorder. 
The cash deficitof the Banco Romano was 
28,600,000 lire and the illegal note issue since 
1888 reached 64,500,000 lire. Over four-fifths 
of the bills held by the bank had not been 
paid and the institution had no security for 
a payment. 

nor Giolitti succeeded in causing the 

At this time there 
wore ugly rumors afloat about the Banco 
Romano, that it had given money to Promin- 
ent politic lans, to secure their election. 
Signor Giolitti was accused but vigorously 
denied the charge. 

THE PEOPLE DISSATISFIED. 

The partial investigation ordered by Gliolit- 
ti was unsatisfactory to the Italian people;

tion. A bill to appoint a commission to in- 
vestigatethe charges was introduced into 
the Chamber. There it met with violent op- 


position. Imputations were made by those 
favorable to the bill thet those who op- 
posed it had received money from the banks 
to secure their election andso feared in- 
vestigation. Bovie, one of the advocates of 
the bill, said during the debate: The time 
has come forall implicated in the bank rob- 
beries to explain their actions, All who 
solied their hands with the corruption funds 
soattered by thejbanks of issue,ought to con- 
fess or defend themselves if they can. The 
country should learn who are its dishonest 
servants.’’ 

Tee bill Sppcnting a commission was 
finally passed and the investigation took 
plaee.

JOHN FINN’S CHILDREN. 


The Delirious Motorman’s Recevered Vic- 
tims Before the Medical Sooiety. 


The sensational feature at the meeting of 
the st. Louis Medical Society last nicht was 
the appearance of John Finn, the street rail- 
road man, *with his, two little daughters 
Mamieand Annie, whom he attempted to 
murder in Aug. lastjwhile suffering from de- 
Urlum, the resultof a fever. They were 
present at the instance of Dr. Heine Marks, 
Superintendent of the City Hospital, who 


had treated all three of them, as well as the 
littie boy Willie, who died of his injuries. 

It will be remembered that last August 
John Finn, a motormanon one of the elec- 
tric lines, while confined toa bed of sickness 
from ty phoid fever, arose one morning dur- 
the absence of his wife and in a fit of delirum 
attempted to murder his entire family. 
He went to the kitchen and procuring a flat 
iron returned to the bedroom where the 
children slept and beat them horribly about 
the head and face until he thought they were 
dead. Hethen secureda knife and attempt- 
ed to end his own life by cutting his throat. 
His wife, upon her return homefrom a pro- 
vision store, where she had gone to purchase 
supplies for breakfast, made the terrible 
discovery and notified the police. The un- 
fortunate father was unconscious when 
taken to the City Hospitaland although the 
wound in his throat was not very serious, he 
was slow in recovering and it was several 
Gays before be was in sufficiently 
composed state of mind to inform him of the 
desperate attempts he had made on his own 
and his children’s lives. When at last Dr, 
Marks imparted the information to him he 
had a relapse and for a ſong time bordered 
on insanity. 

Of the three children so horribly beaten 
and maimed the little boy Willie, after ais - 
playing the most heroic fortitude, died, 
though Dr. Marks and his assistants suc- 
ceeded in saving the lives of the other two 
and bringing the father back to his normal 
senses. 


FINN AND HIS CHILDREN. 

He appeared to realize last night that he 
was responsible for his children being there 
before the medical society, and, though he 
said nothing, he carefully removed their 
wraps. placed them in chaairs and watched

Dr. Campbell’s Witnesses Prove Mrs. 
Jennie Campbsll a Heartless Mother 
Who Left Her Child to Starwe or Be 
Cared For f Another’s Home— The 
Other Side Promise Surprises. 


There was no sparing of blushes and no 
sparing of heartaches in Judge Valliant’s 
court yesterday afternoon, when fully as 
large an audience as recent cases have 
gathered, listened tothe evidence in the ap- 
plication for the custody of Irene Campbell, 
the 8-year-nld daughter of Dr. Jesse Camp- 
bell and his divorced wife Jennie. 

At 2p. m. Mrs. Eliza Campbell was called 
to the stand. Mrs. Campbell lives at 4062 
Finney avenue. Judge Paxson began the 
examination. He asked of the little girl. 

IRENE CAMPBELL’S BIRTH. 

**Irene Campbell was 3 years old Aug. 20, 
Mrs. Campbell testified. ‘‘She was born in 
my house on Easton avenue. She came to 
me to live on Finney avenue when she was a 
month old. She was given up by the phy- 
sicians. She was starving to death.“ 

**W hat do you know ofany attempt of the 
mother to get rid ofthe child before if was 
born?’’ 6 

It was spoken of tome by Mrs. Jennie 
Campbell, its mother, and by Mrs. Smith, 
Jennie’s mother. A woman was visited who 
refused to perform the operation, I was told, 
unless the chila’s father was present. This 
Was about four months before Irene was 
was born. 

Mrs. Campbell was asked to state how she 
came to take the child into her possession. 

Irene had been fed on meal gruel.’' she 
said. ‘‘Her mother had refused to nurse ber. 
Ihad left Easton avenue to move to Finney 
avenue, and left my son’s house well stocked 
with provisions. Three weeks later the 
hired girl came to me and said she and Irene 
were almost starved. Isent my daughter 
after the child. Isent for a doctor. He said 
that the child must be carefully nursed or it 
would die. For three months I kept it on a 
pillow by the fire. The doctor was James L. 
Day. Neighbors prescribed everything. 
I tried nearly all. Then when 
the child was 5 months old the 
doctor prescribed goats’ milk. This seemed 
to help her. she gained strength,’’ 

REFUSED TO NURSE THE CHILD. 

Mrs. Campbell asked Mrs. Smith, the 
grandmother, Why Jennie had not nursed 
the child. she is too young to be sitting in 
aroom and nursing achild as delicate as 


that,’’ was the reply. 
Mrs. Jennie CampbDell’s visits were very 


irreguiar, Mrs. John Campb@l said. Once 
it was four weeks between vfSits. At other 
times she called as often as once a week. At 
onetime the child had pneumonia, a third 
attack, and the mother would not have 
known had not Mrs. Campbell, the elder,sent 
for her. Then she and her own mother came 
but did not takeoff their gloves or warm 
milk or take auy interest. They soon went 


away.

ROBBED OF A MOTHER’S CARE. 

Mrs. Campbell said she felt the child was 
being robbed of a mother’s care and also 
felt that it was her duty to take Irene 
and make her comfortable. On her 
visittoher daughter, as she denominated 


her daughter-in-law, she found the house 
dirty and the child ona pillow soaked with 
milk. ‘‘Don’t take the child up, you will 
spollit,’’ Mrs. Hugh Smith had sald. It 
needs attention, Mrs. Campbell told her. 

‘‘Mrs. Jennie Campbell complaimed,’’ 
Mrs. John Campbell said, of not being al- 
lowed to goto a ball the night I called when 
the baby was4 weeks old, She went the 
next nightI was told. She was accustomed 
to going to balls.“ 

Mrs. Campbell narrated a wager made by 
Miss Jennie Campbell with Mr. Delzelle that 
she would not be able to take the baby to 
the park for a drive. It was a cold day. but 
the child was taken. 

Ho did you treat Jennie?“ was asked by 
Judge Paxson. 

Ii treated her well; as well asIcould. We 
used to have many conversations about the 
baby. She would tell me what a comfort she 
would be to me. I said once I would buy her 
a White plano.

Jessie and Scurrie came into his office and 
saidthey had made up their minds to re- 


marry.

I will give you a bill of sale of the office fur- 
niture seized when you separated, This 
they said was fair enough.“ 

The doctor described the attention given 
the child by himself and Mrs. Campbell. It 
was only by tbe greatest care that they pre- 
served its life. He said that when he was 
talking to the young people Mrs. Jennie 
Campbell said they proposed to leave the

A BURNT OFFERING. 


The Shocking Act of Cruelty of Two Mich- 
igan Boys. 


KALAMAZOO, Mich., Nov. 25.—A shocking 
piece of cruelty was enacted yesterday at 
Otsego, down the river a few miles from this 
city. Willie Harvey and Thomas Wilson, 
each about 15 yearsold, took two lads much 
smaller than themselves to the Kalamazoo 
River bank and proceeded to offer one as a 
burnt offering.

Attorney and the i “police headquar- 
ters about the time of, or perhaps 
just before the Grand-jury makes its report. 
As District Attorney Nicoll put it: It is 
going to rain and going to rain hard.“ A 
good many people connected with this bank 
scandal, who think their overcoats water 
roof will get very wet. Director McDonald 
— said that he does not expect to be in- 
dicted, so has Director Ulmann. Mr. Ul- 
mann has further stated personally and 
through his eounsel that he has affidavits, 
which are at the disposal ofthe District At. 
torney, which will prove Law- 
yer Untermeyer of Gungenheimer 
&  Untermeyer, counsel for Messrs, 
Miles O’Brien and James Cannon, the re- 
ceivers of the Dank, inthe presence of the se 
receivers made the proposition to him that if 
certain of the bank directors, including Mr. 
Ulmann, would buy up the claims of the re- 
ceivers against President Blaut, those claims 
would be iggy and all criminal proceed 
ings stopped. Bearing in mind that the in- 
vestigation of the bank affairs h been 
greatly lengthened by the discovery that an 
apparentatttempt had been made to com- 
ound felonies with which the officers of the 
ank were charged. just an idea is to be ob- 
tained as to where lightning may strike. 

Mr. Nicoll, when asked whether the re- 
ceivers had taken any unusual course in this 
proceeding, said with considerable feeling: 
**Recelvers are Officers of the court, 4 
pointed for the goo of finding out the 
exact situation of affairs in the institution or 
business for which they are appointed, and 
reporting that condition to the court. Why 
is it that the receivers of the Dank who took 
hold there in August should not give the 
court, through the District Attorney, any 
notice of frauds discovered until October? 
But then, he concluded, I suppose they 
were acting under the advice of counsel.’’ 
Mr. Untermeyer, counsel for the receivers, 
has little tosay concerniag the turn which 
affairs have taken. The proposition which 
was made to the directors for settlement was 
made long before the irregulariti¢s were dis- 
covered, was all that could be drawn from 
him. Receiver O’Brien said it was absurd to 
imply that there were any negotiations be- 
tween the receivers and directors looking to 
financial settlements which would carry with 
them immnnity trom criminal prosecution, 
consider that the court appointed me to 
sift all the affairs ofthe bank to the bottom, 
My main object was to collect all the 
assets possible for the benefit of depositors.

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A NAPOLEONIC REVIVAL. 
The foreign correspondent of a New 


York paper writes this: 

Although it is believed by careful observers 
that the Napoleonic legend was politically on 
he very point of complete extinction in 
France, there is a curious revival of literary 
and histrionic interest inthe great Corsican, 
noticeable alike in the Parisian bookstalls 
and in the theaters. Of a dozen chief books 
ofthe autumn the majority deal with him 
and his associates, male and female. and 
next week there will be three playhouses, 
the Vaudeville, Folies Nouvelles, and Porte 
St. Martin, devoted to dramas in which he 
is the chief figure. 

Here is the chief flgure, done by the 
greatest word-painter of our century: 

Before we point him out everybody has 
seen him. This calm profile under the little 
chapeau of the school of Brienne; this green 
uniform, the white facings concealing the 
stars on his breast; the overcoat concealing 
the epaulettes; the bit of red sash under the 
waistcoat; the leather breeches; the white 
horse, with his housings of purple volvet 
with crowned Ns and eagles on the corners; 
the Hessian boots over silk gtockings; the 
silver spurs, the Marengo sword—this whole 
form of the last Cesar lives in all imagina- 
tions, applauded by half the world, repro- 
bated by the rest. 


While the name and fame of Napoleon 
may no longer be reckoned among the po- 
litical forces of France,their historic power 
has not in the least diminished, but seems 
rather to grow with the flight of time. 
‘*Napoleon’’—said the London Times not 
long ago—‘‘has ploughed his name more 
deeply into human consciousness than 
that of any other man since Cesar.’’ 
Dead though he be these seventy-two 
years, heis still more alive to-day than 
any living man in Europe. Go where you 
will upon the Continent—in Holland, Bel- 
gium, Germany, Austria, Russia, Spain, 
Switzerland, Italy—you will find traces 
and reiics of him; everywhere you feel 
the presence of the mighty ghost of him 
who 


Born no King. 
Made monarchs draw his car. 


It is as true now as when Chateaubriand 
said it in 1816: ‘*Put his coat and hat 
upon a stick and all Europe would rush to 
arms. In France, spite of republican- 
ism, he has lost none of his popularity 
with the people. He is always spoken or 
as ‘‘the Emperor.“ His column in the 
Place Vendome and his tomb in the 
Invalides are among the great sights of 
Paris, but they,are not needed to preserve

The secret of this wonderful vitality, 
this marvelous hold upon the popular 
heart is not, perhaps, far to seek. Though 
he built an empire upon the ruins of a 
republic, he was himself a Child of the 
People and never forgot his origin and 
never lost his democratic sympathies. 
Before hisday the divine right of kings 
was the dominant principle in European 
politics—a law as sacred and immutable as 
that proclaimed from Sinai, Since his day 
it has been dying, and now lives nowhere 
as a practical power save in Russia. He 


put the son of an innkeeper on ‘the 
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throne of Naples, the son of an ob- 
scure e on the throne of 

my one brother King of 
Spain, another King of Holland, and 
a third King of Westphalia; while he, the 
maker and master of them all, a penniless 
Corsican soldier, crowned himself with 
the crown of St. Louis in the presence of a 
Pope, and swayed with firm and fearless 
hand the scepter of Charlemagne. The 
world will never forget that tremendous 
object lesson—since which what Austrian 
Joseph II. called the King business“ 
has not been either as safe or as profitable 
as formerly. 

So, considering what he did and what he 
undid, it is not strange that Napoleon, 
though dead, should be very much alive. 
His is indeed: 

One of the few, the immortal names, 
That were not born to die.

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A REMARKABLE CONTENTION. 


Is war really the natural state of man- 
kind, and is strife never to cease or even to 
let up a little? 

Who would have expected to read of a 
conflict between a Midnight Band of Mercy 
and a Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals? Yet such a conflict is in 
progress in the city of New York, anda 
court has decided against the Mid- 
night Band and fined its representative 
$10. Many will, however, think the Mid- 
night Band much the more humane of the 
two organizations, and as the case has 
been appealed it will continue to be dis- 
cussed and the controversy may spread to 
the uttermost parts of the land before we 
may look for a lull. 4 

The unfortunate difference between these 
two excellent associations has grown out 
of the great multiplication of cats. Every- 
body knows that cats, as well as ‘‘hu- 
mans, multiply so rapidly that there is 
always a surplus of poor creatures to drag 
out a miserable existence or to actually 
die of starvation. The feline population 
of a city is enormous, and is fre- 
quently augmented by bags of cats 
brought in from suburbs or farms by hu- 
mane persons who do not like to kill them. 
There are rats and mice enough to keep a 
good many cats in employment and food, 
but as there are people who do not thrive, 
so there are cats that donot take to ro- 
dent prey or that are not sufficiently skill- 
ful or patient to get their living natur- 
ally. 

Thus we have the cat problem, and it is 
always with us. 

The Midnight Band of Mercy, full of 
sympathy for poor, starving cats, went 
about with bottles of chloroform and by a 
painless death released from the cares of 
life 3,400 homeless creatures. The process 
issimple. A sack is drawn over pussy, 
a half teaspoonful ,of chloroform is 
poured on the sack close to her nose, 
and she falls asleep. Twice after this the 
chloroform is used and she is then fast 
asleep, but she never wakes. (Some peo- 
ple will cut out this recipe and save it.) 
The Society for the Prevention, etc., hear- 
ing of the operations of the merciful Mid- 
night Band, and perhaps reason- 
ing that the band instead of 
using chloroform should buy beef 
steak for the cats, caused the arrest of 
Mrs. Edwards, the leader, and she has 
been fined. The Prevention Society itself 
does not propose to feed the cats, and only 
once in a while it catches any one who 
tortures them, but it is determined that in 
the interest of humanity every cat shall be 


saved. 

Mrs. Edwards asserts her determination 
to keep up the work of her band and the 
other society is equally determined that 
she shall not. The contestants have ample 
means and we shall see what we shall see. 

Possibly the Prevention Society wants 
to preserve all the cats as songsters. There 
may be an «esthetic as well as humane 
reason for its enthusiasm. It is difficult to

A great 
many valuable artir Auch as laces, lace 
handkerchiefs, stocamgs and embroideries, 
have been missed from Nugent’s for some 
time past, and as Mrs. Dean had been seen 
frequently around the store suspicion was 
Girected to her. Her identity was not 
known, but she had become a familiar vis- 


itor to the store and the clerks were told to 
watch her. 


WATCHED AND CAUGHT. 
Yesterday afternoon she visited the store 
and sat down on a stool. In front of 
her on the counter was a valuable 
piece of bidck lace. The clerk behind 


the counter recognized her and watched her 
closely. She handled the lace a few moments 
and it is said that she then slipped it off the 
counter into her lap and then“ under her 
wrap. Atthis juncture Detectives McGrath 
and O'Connell, who were stationed in the 
store, were called, and Mrs. Dean was 
charged at once with the theft q; the lace, 
She denied it emphatically, and did 
not weaken until threatened with 
searching, whereupon she confessed and 
produced the article of lace. The officers 
then brought the woman tothe Four Courts, 
and, after locking her up, went to her resi- 
dence, 2607 Walnut street, and searched the 
place. A trunk full of various articles of 
clothing, which had. deen washed but not 
worn, was found, 8, in addition to this 
there Were sever pairs of shoes, 
fifteen yards! of os grain silk 
several silk and lace handkerchiefs and 
another piece of lace trimming.

teers March 18, 1865, for gallant and meri- 
torious services in ine battle of Fort Harri - 
son, Va.; breveted Brigadier General for 
gallant and meritorious services during the 
war. He was on duty during eighty-eight 
battles, and was mustered out June 19, 1865, 
and honorably discharged from service. He 
was a national figure in the G. A. R.

THE STATEMENT UPON WHICH BLOUNT 
BASED HI8 REPORT. 


It Seems to Prove That Minister Etevens 
Caused the Downfall of the Monarchy 
—The Queen Was Warned that Amer- 
loans Were Plotting Against Her 
Rule. 


WaSHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The fourth volume 
of papers accompanying the Blount report 
was given out by the State Department this 
afternoon, consisting of all the disclosures 
made by Mr. Blount in his dipatches 
and with his report from Honolulu, It 
is the testimony on which he bases 
his report. Numerous aMdavits, bearing 
on the events of the day the Provisional 
Government was proclaimed go to show 
that Minister Stevens had recognized the 
Provisional Government and troops had been 
landed from the Boston before the Queen’s 
forces, under command of Marshal WIIson at 
the station house in Honolulu, had sur- 
rendered to, the Provisional forces. 
The statement of Lilluokalani ad- 
Gressed to Mr. Blount is of special 
interest and importance, It is a relation of 
all the events of her reign. On Dec, 17, 1892, 
she claims that she received a letter from a 
source she does not divulge, warning her 
that the American representatives were at 
that time preparing for the annexation of 
the islands. She oppose? to the British 
Commissioner and he agvised against her 
suggestion to lay the matter before all the 
members of the Diplomatic Corps, 

Ot the events immeatately leading up to 


the revolution she says: 

The morning ofthe 14th of January, 1893, 
arrived with all preparations for the closing 
ot the Legisiature. At 10 a. m. I called @ 
Cabinet meeting for the purpose of apprising 
them of their positions in the House and 
other preliminary instructions. 1 told 
them that it was my intent ion 
to promulgate a new constitution. The Cab- 
inet hadjto meet thejLegisiature and we ad- 
journed. At 12 m.I prorogued the Legis- 
lature. I noticed that the hall was not filed 
at the opening, there were not many jadies 
present in the audience and I also noticed 
that several members of the Legisirture be- 
longing to the Reform party were not there. 
This looked ominous of some com- 

trouble. On entering tne pal- 
saw Mr. Wilson at the 
entrance of the Blue room, I went up to 
him and asked if all was ready. He replied: 
‘Yes.’ Then J said: ‘You will have to de 
brave to-day,’ and I passed into the Blue 
Room and sat awaiting my Ministers, A 
half hour passed and they did not come. 
After a little longer delay they 
arrived. 1 immediately judged from 
their countenances that something 
Was wrong. I ** a few da before 
lanned that I would sign the Constitution in 
he throne roum in the presence of the mem- 
bers of the Legislature, many of whom had 
been elected by the people for the purpose of 
working for a new Constitution, At the 
commencement of my reign petitions were 
sent from all parts of the Kingdom asking 
for a new Constitution. A month later 
1 met two members of the Legisia- 
ture and started in to make up a new Consti- 
tution from Kamahameha v. and that of 1887. 
After completing it Ikeptit until the month 
of Qgtover, when I placed it in the hands of 
Mr Appersce and asked him to correct it 
and e found any defects to strike them 
out and to put in such clauses as he th ht 
be for the people and for the 
country. He took it and kept it a whole 
month.

The Only Son ofa Rich English Harl Eu- 
gages in Evangelical Work.

Lord Bennet isthe only living son of the 
Karl of Tankerville.

He 
is a thorough cosmopolitan, and was at one 
time much famed for his capacity for absorb- 
ing alcoholic liquids. He was also reputed 
tobe a young man towhom nothing was 
sacred.

Eleven Large Store-Houses Destroyed 
With Their Contents. 


THE MOST DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN THE 
CITY’S HISTORY. 


The Total Loss Estimated at $300,000— 
Quincy Comes to the Rescue With an 
Engine and a Hose Reel—An Explod- 
ing Coal Oil Lamp the Cause of the 
Conflagration. 


HANNIBAL, Mo., Nov. 25.—The most de- 
structive fire in the history of the city oc- 
curred to-night, the total loss being esti- 
mated at $300,000. 

The fire originated inthe large store of the 
Williams-Voorhis Dry Goods Oo, by the ex- 
plosion of a coal oll lamp in the millinery 
department. It spread rapidly and soon 
the entire interior of the building 
was a solid biaze. The flames 
leaped from the roof and adjoining buildings 
were doomed. Eleven substantial brick 
storehouses were destroyed with their con- 
tents. The losses are as follows: Williams- 
Voorhis Dry Goods Company, 1100. 
000; insurance $95, 000 ; Holmes- Dakin, 
cigar manufacturers, stock and building, 
$25,000, loss $16,000; A. C. Robord's bullding 
$5,000, insurance $2,500; Kester Hotel, furni- 
ture $2,500, no insurance; Dan Kelly’s 
building, $10,000, no insurance; John 
Logan, Courier- Post building, $5,000, 
partly covered by insurance; . Robinson 
Bros., wholesale wall paper and paints, 
building and stock, $80,000; insurance, 320, 
000. Boughton & McCann, wholesale books 
and stationery, building and stock, $385,000; 
insurance, 16,000; Evening Courier 
Post. loss, 50.000; insurance, 385,500; 
W. W. White & Co., K loss $1,500, 
covered by insurance; H. H. Clayton, bdDuild- 
ing, $5,000, insurance unknown; W. G. Brown, 
building, $5,000, insurance §2,500. Other 
losses will aggregate from $10,000 to $20, 000.

LOST IN THE SNOW. 


Pitiful Story of the Sufferings of the 
Carlin Party. 


M1IssouULa, Mont., Nov. 25.—A story comes 
to-night from Kenrick, Idaho, adding to the 
meager details sent earlier regarda- 
ing the finding of the Carlin 
party, to the ‘effect that the Carlin 
party has been found more dead than alive. 
Iminus Colgate, the cook, whose pitiful 
abandonment was necessitated in order that 
the remainder might be saved. , 

The report is out to the effect that 
a courier arrived at ‘Kendrick that 
morning having ridden more than 
100 miles, bearing the startling an 
nouncement that the party, except 
Colgate had been found by 
Lieut. Elhott’s relief corps in the middle 
fork of the Clearwater, 130 miles from hadi - 
tation, famished, without horses or provis- 
ions, almost barefooted and scant of cloth- 
ing. 

IN DESPAIR.

IN THE ARID DESERT. 


Troopers on the Mareh Dying of Thirst 
7 Rush to Certain Destruction. 


From the Chicago Times. 
„„A mile further! Only a mile further to 
water !’’ the guide had called out over and 


over again that afternoon as we rode over 
the piains on which the Augustsun beat 
down till every breath seemed to burn the 
lungs. 

Ofthe thirty troopers five were lashed to 
their saddles and little better than dead. Of 
the thirty horses seven had dropped in their 
tracks since 10 o’clockK and been left behind. 
Of the seven dismoumted troopers only two 
were with the column. The others had 
lingered along until left far behind. No 
water for man or beast for thirty hours, and 
we were pushing ahead for st River. 
There wasa selfish spirit in the looks and 
actions of every man. When the last horse 
dropped down every map hurried on for fear 
he would be asked to add some burden. Now 
andthena man stoodupin his stirrups to 
look ahead. Tod could read his thoughts in 
his crafty looks.. If he discovered signs of 
water he was going to put spurs to his jaded 
horse and bethe frst to taste the precious 
fiuid. Some looked back over our trail to see 
if the dismounted men were coming up, not 
because they were anxious for their safety, 
but because we might find only a little water 
and it would have to be doled out. 

The sergeant. onjmy right had extracted a 
bullet from its shell and was holding it in his 
mouth and mumbling about lakes and rivers 
and springs. The man on my right was 
sucking at his dry and fevered fingers and 
cursing bimself because he did not drink 
more before we leftthe fort. Had one man 
in that detachment come upon a spring flow- 
ing a barrel of water to waste for he sec- 
ond ot time he would have defended it with 
his life against the thirst of his 
comrades. AS the column toil- 
ed along, lurching and stumbling 
like an animal seeking a covert in which to 
die, men cursed each other without the 
slightest provocation and refused their sym- 
pathy for those still more distressed. Corpo- 
ral Johnson. whispered to me that if his 
horse gave out he would stay beside him and 
drink his blood, but before I had answered a 
word he struck at me and hoarsely- shouted: 

No! No! Itell you no! Lou shall not have 
one single drop! If you try to steal any I will 
kill you!“ 

„The river! The river! It is right ahead, 
and we are saved.“ 

A thin fringe of grass and bushes whith 
seemed dead for years extended east and 
west across our course and ran back tothe 
mountalns twenty miles away. There was 
the bed of Lost River. Men screamed out 
instead of cheering as they urged their 
horses forward toward the dlessed water 
which was to quench their thirst. We looked 
down from the bank onthe winding channel 
of yellow dirt, so dey thatthe puffs of wind 
raised little clouds of dirt here and there. 
Not a drop of water had run down that chan- 
nel for weeks. - Despair fell upon the men 
silent, hopeless despair—and its effect was 
curious. o one cursed or muttered. On the 
far bank were a’ few stunted cottonwoods 
struggling for life and furnishing scarcely 
any shade. One by one we followed the officer 

the saddles from our 
horses and turned them loose. We had meat 
and bread, but no fires were kindled. When 
a man’s throat aches and his tongue filis his 
mouth, ana his * are like paper he cannot 
eat. The omcer issued no orders, the men 
had no word for each other. Each one threw 
himself down with the feeling that the end 
had come. There were oceans of water forty 
miles to the south, but neither horse nor 
man could travel another mile.

CHAMPION IVES MET DEFEAT WHEN 
VICTORY SEEMED MOST ASSURED. 


The Veteran Pulled Himseif Together 
Last Bvening and Rolled Away From 
the Young Napoleon—The Result Was 
Entirely Unexpected-The Southern 

i League Enjoined From Organizing. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—The great billiard 
match of 4,000 points, 14-inch balk line, be- 
tween Frank O. Ives and Jacob Schaefer was 
played to a finish to-night at Central ,Music 
Hall. A dig audience witnessed the 
closing 800 points. In spite 
of the apparent certainty that 
Ives’ large lead of 505 points precluded the 
possibility of Schaefer’s winning, the con- 
test was by all odds the greatest in 
the history of billiards, as both play- 
ers have broken all previous records 
of high runs and average, and both 
are unquestionably the leading performers 
ofthe worlajat this style of game. At the 
close of last night’s play the score stood: 
Ives, 3. 200; Schaefer, 2,695, with Ives in hand 
and a ran of five to his credit to start with 
and the ballsin very fair position near the 
rail. 

Seven shots gathered them in the lower 
right-hund corner, where they were soon in 
place for the 14-inch nurse. Ives stopped at 
84 on a kiss shot,and Schaefer missed a 
rather easy single cushion shot across the 


table. Ives fell down at 4, by reason of a 
caress stroke, resulting in a Kkiss-off. 
Schaefer now took the balls in hand and with 
delicate play put up 85, falling on a long and 
dificult draw. It took but three shots 
for Ives to corner the balls, but 
at 6 they lined and he falled 
on a hard masse. Schaefer found a perfect 
set up, but the balls were subborn and would 
not act to suit. At thirty-six an almost 
impossible masse shot presented itself and 
he missed, leaving a soft break for Ives, who 
settled down to careful work and rolled up 
113. In this runthere were several faulty 
shots, such as imperfect drives, kissing out 
of position, etc., but these were always fol- 
lowed by some master-stroke by which the 
lost advantage was recovered. 

The call now stood: Ives, 3,852; Schaefer, 
2,766. Beginning the fifth inning Schaefer 
found the balls bunched and at 2 had gained 
position forthe anchor nurse. He lost it at 
838, but back in two shots. 
At spread 
too he managed 
to get them anchored once more, though not 
perfectly. At sixty they were better than 
ever, but at seventy-seven were broken 
again. A masse followed by a short drive to 
the end rail fixed them right once more, but 
they would not stay fixed. At ninety-nine 
they froze, but Schaefer massed out and 
back and counted. He lost the anchor, how- 
ever, and had to resort to general Dilliards. 
At 150 he got the natural balk line nurse and 
played it beautifully for a time, thea chang- 
ing to general — . 

At 240 he had regained the anchor lock on 
the upper end rail but lost it at 258. But he 
was playing superbly and it seemed be would 
never stop. It was not until he had reached 
277 that the balls broke away and he stopped 
at 280 on a hard two cushion effort. Score: 
Ives, 3,356; Schaefer, 3,046. 

In his seventh, after scoring 25, Ives 

stopped on a rather easy masse and left the 
balls bunched, but Schaefer could not 
profit kissed 
off play. 
Breaks ragged 
on both sides for a time, but in the twelfth 
inning Ives got an opening, but only took 20 
outofit. He was lucky, however, in leaving 
Schaefer a series Of tough propositions, 
but the latter a chance in the 
fifteenth inning and at 57 got the anchor on 
the end rail. Carefully and with the ex- 
tremest delicacy of touch Schaefer 
held the balls in the valued position, 
playing as a man would who saw 
a $10- bill coming for every unit 
added to his string. Ives stood by and 
watched intentiy as hesaw his big lead pared 
down point by point. At 201 lves claimed the 
balis were frozen. The referee examined 
them througha large magnifying glass and 
disallowed the claim. At 211 they froze in 
earnest and Schaefer fouled in his mass shot, 
Score—Ives, 3,437; Schaefer, 3,272. 
„The break wag an easy one for Ives, 
who passed to his thirty-sixth hun- 
dred with a run of 7 and was now 
240 points ahead. But Schaefer was not in 
the least disturbed. He came 
again wiih a swift rush, playing the 
most perfect balk-line billiards of his life. 
He stopped at 133, and was now but 107 
points behlnd. Ives now began to work in 
earnest, and with the aid of a 
scratch at 31, put lu a run of 71 in the seven- 
teenth inning. For his turn Schaefer missed 
an easy follow by a hair, the result of his 
own dall going wrong because of a 
sudden admission of Cool afr. Arun of 350 
by Ives brought his score to 3,626, Schaefer 
8,405. In his ninteenth inning Schaefer 
worked again for the anchor nurse and 
got it on his fifty-seventh shot. The balls 
began to give trouble and he stopped at 
seventy-nine. This brought the score 
to even 8,500, with ives at ,627. 
Schaefer in his twenty-third inning 
seemed in a fair way to close the gap com- 
pletely. He hadthe balisin fair shape for 
the anchor, but his own ball settled and 
froze and de missed the masse at 
82, being now but 95 points in the rear. 
balls were left bunched in the corner for 
Ives, who pulled further off with a 50 run. 
Schaefer’s cue ball was now in dad 
condition. It Jumped and lost him an excel- 
lent chance for position. Iwes’ ball did the 
same thing at the end ofa run of thirty-ulne. 
The balls were now changed at Schaefer’s 
request but the new ones froze for him at 
26 and spoiled a fine position. 
Again they were changed to the 
first set, this time at Ives’ 1 The play 
was oe * on both sides though Schaefer 
was at the greater advantage. 

Atla. m. the score stood: Schaefer, 3,871; 
Ives, 3,817. The latter was playing and the 
game proceeded very slowly. 

In his thirty-first inning Schaefer managed 
to get in a run of 52 making his score 3,648 to 
Ives’ 3,765. Schaefer had a good chance for 
billiards at his next opening, but fell down 
on amiscue and left the balls in a heap for 
Ives, but he stopped at 44 on an easy 
miss. Schaefer rallied bravely with 
67 and was.now but 53 points in the rear, the 
score being 8,812 and 8,759. In his thirty- 
sixth inning Schaefer crept up within four 
points with a run of51. The excitement was 
tremendous when Schaefer, in the thirty- 
eighth tmning, took the front with a 
plucky run of 59, having closed up 
a gap of over. 500 points since the 
Opening of the evening’s play. Score: 
Schaefer, 3,872; Ives, 8,817. Ives stood the 
strain extremely well, responding with 4, 
which brought him within ten of his oppo- 
nent. A moment later he ran 10 and the 
score was tied. Schaefer was ahead again, 
but by good open table plays Ives ran 24 
and was again at the front. He turned 
into his last hundred with ,a run 
of 48, making his score 68,944, against 
Schaefer’s 8,887. The latter got his chance 
in the forty-fifth inning and railed the balls 
at the dividing lide and clicked off thirty be- 
fore he lost the anchor and then played Daik 
line awhile. At 78 he got the anchor back 
again and ran out the game with 102, Ives’

SPRUNG A LEAK. 


Peril of the Schooner Warren’s Crew in 
a Hurricane. 


HAVRE, Nov, 2.+The Schooner Frank 8. 
Warren, Oapt. Gahan of Bath, Me., bound 
from Brunswick, Ga., to South Amboy, N. J. 
struek bad weather off Cape Hattefas on Nov. 
7,and sprunga leak. On the 8th she was 
struck by a heavy sea and the second 
mate washed ashore, but was rescued by 
means ot a life line. The water gained on 
the pumps and a hurricane was blowing. 
The sea washed clean over the vessel, carry- 
ing away the boats, forward house, main 


and forebooms, bulwarks and deck load of 
lumber. All hands were in the mizzen 
rigging until p. m. when they ventured 
down and found the forecabin stove in and 
all the provisions gone except a chunk of salt 
beef and a small tank of water. The vessel 
was straining heavily and the decks 
were level with water, Signals of distress 
were hoisted. On the 10th a steamer and a 
bark passed without seeing them. In lati. 
tude 36.40, longitude 72, on the morning 
of the lith, they sighted he 
Steamer Iran, for Liverpool, bound from 
New Orleans to Havre, She attempted to 
launch her starboard boat, but tn the heavy 
rolling of the steamer the detaching gear 
slipped, landing the boat on the rail and 
staving her in. Eventually she launched 
a small boat in charge of Chief 
Officer Jennings and made two trips tothe 
schooner and took off the crew of eight men. 
Before leaving they set fire to the schooner. 
All hands arrived at Harve last night. 


HARD FIGHT AHEAD. 


The Lehigh Railway Determined to Beat 
the Union. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 25.—General Manager 
Voorhees of the Lehigh poe said the company 
recognized that it hada habd ght ahead, but 
must beat the union. We are now toler- 
ably well equipped and are moving some 
trains. To-day we have moved considerable 
freight from the Schuylkill Valley and Ilazel- 
ton districts, and our passenger service is 
improving dally. 

We have not made the mistake of think- 
ing that our late employes, the strikers, are 
at all weak. They are strong in organiza- 
tion and finances, but we expect to 
win nevertheless. We are hiring men atthe 
rate of 200 a day and at some points the strik- 
ers are getting them away from us as rapialy 
as we get them.’’ 

Affairs at headquarters of the Strikers’ 
Committee are very quiet to-night. Olark, 
chief of the brotherhood, is present, and 
said: Our position in this strike is very 
much stronger than that of the company 
and we are holding it.“

SHE OUTWITS DOMINEERING MAN.

The clamor for woman’s rights and female 
suffrage, which has been kept up for years 
past, is evidence that woman resents the 
imputation of inferiority to man, and while 
she appears to be less capable than men in 
some respects, there are a few stations in 
life in which woman rivals and even 
excels the members of the other sex. 
As a criminal the woman often 
excel her male rival and it has deen the ex- 
periepce of many of the shrewdest detectives 
to trace some of the best planned robberies 
and burglaries to the ingenuity of a woman. 
It is an old saying that a crook who is in love 
witha woman will in the course of time 
**fall’’ at her hands into the custody of the 
authorities, but of late years it has been 
found that the crook who is without a female 
companion is of the inferior variety, 
Known as the ‘‘clothes line’’ or 
„petit larceny’’ thief. Aside from 
the female crook who assists her lover in ne- 
farious practices, there are any number of 
them who have attained distinction single- 
handed in the world of crookdom. 

There are crimes committed by women 
nowadays so well planned and executed that 
it requires a most ingenious sleuth to dis- 
tinguish the difference between the work of 
the male and the femalein this respect. The 
mania or habit of stealing is born in fated 
woman, while in man it seems to be 
the result both of heredity and bad

companions and rearing. There are many 
women who have taken up and made suc- 
cesses of different branches of crookedness. 
It is difficult tosay what branch of the art 
they first adopt when embarking into 
crookedness. The servant girl who ceases to 
be honest always falls a victim to covetous- 
ness, and, seeing an elegant article of wear- 
ing apparel, jewelry or lace, is tempted to 
smuggle it from her employer. 


‘ BEGINNING IN CRIME. 

The servant girl’s startling point in the 
world of crookedness differs widely from 
the woman ofthe world who,in addition to 
the profits of an irregular life; indulges in 
thieving as a means of gaining a livelihood, 
This class of female thieves hesitate at noth- 
ing in the way of stealing. One of them 


would as quickly Knock a man or woman 
down and rob them of their valuables on the 
highway, as they would pick a pocket or 
—— a counter in a dry goods or notion 
store. 

The crime in which woman alone or woman 
witha companion most generally is impli- 
cated is that of os ng. She is better 
fitted forthis kind of work, and many years 
ago, before the people became so skeptical 
thelr booty was more than extensive. It 
was rarely in those days that a woman was 
caught ‘‘hoisting,’’ as the detectives call it, 
and it was only when her work was 
bunglesome that she landed in the 
meshes of the law. The ‘‘graft’’ of 
shoplifting or ‘‘hoisting’’ has changed in 
many respects. The method of concealing 
the property stolen by the shoplifter is the 
same now as before; the operator is fur- 
nished with ‘‘fathomiess’’ pockets in skirts 
and wraps, and into these she slips the 
goods she picks up on counters in whatever 
store she may enter. In these days, how- 
ever, and for some time past, the large 
stores where great crowds of women are in 
the habit of visiting are supplied with 
a corps of detectives whose duty 
It is to look out for shoplifters. There are 
few women engaged in this work nowadays 
onthisaccount. They have been driven into 
other flelds. 

SHREWD WOMEN THESE. 

The shoplifter having been watched ont of 
activity, she has gone into the ‘‘graft’’ 
known as the ‘‘pennyweighter.’’ This {s 
almost similar toshoplifting.

She was picked up on Twelfth and 
Olive streets one night during a rade, and 
when searched she had $200 she had nipped 
in the crowd. Mary is the hardest person on 
earth to get a ‘‘squeal’’ out of, and 
she has never been known to confess. In 
Willie Brown, alias Wallace, a youthful 
negress of this city, she has a stanch rival. 
Willie has done several torms for picking 
pockets, but is still at the old game. 


TRICKS OF HIGHWAY ROBBERS. 

Female highway robbers are a rare type of 
criminals. Ihere are afewof them inst. 
Louis, but they arechiefly negresges with 
one or two exceptions. The female footpad 
goes about her task of looting a victim much 
more scientifically than the male. She gen- 
erally has a confederate of her own sex 


and both are invariably fallen creatures. 
One will snatch a man’s hat from his head 
and cast it into a hallway. The pedestrian 
may tbink thisa joke, but when he enters 
the hallway he learrs to the contrary, for he 
is greeted witha blow on the head froma 
sandbag and leid out unconscious, while the 
two women leisurely relieve himof all his 
money and jewels. This part of road agent 
work is carried on ona great scale in Chi- 
cago by white women and negresses, and 
some of the worst cases of highway robbery 
of late years in Chicago had been traced to 
women. They always assault their victim, 
and many times brutally beat him. In this 
respect they are for balder than the male 
footpad, who forces the man he meets to 
turn over’’ at the muzzle of revolvers. 

The female burglar is a sort of rara avis. 
There are rather few cases where a woman 
has been known to commit burglary by 
night unless she had the aid of a 
man. “he arrest of notorious 
Annie Robinson, the negress, in this 
city a few days ago, furnishes a speci- 
men of this class. Annie was found livin 
witha white man, and her house containe 
a great deal of fine jewelry, some of which 
has been identified with past ourglaries. 
Annie is a most daring worker, and ber ap- 
pearance is great assistance to her in the 
„business, for she looks like an innocent, 
irrational creature, as she walks along the 
street, going from door to door, getting the 
lay of the land. J 

MAGGIE LEUBERT’S Aux.

An Unsigned Circular Which Pleads for 
the State's Recognition of the Paro- 
chial School, and Which Will Doubt- 
less Rouse a Great Deal of Feeling 
Against Its Authors Among Those of 
Very Different Views. 


‘BAttimone, MG., Nov. 25.—A circular nas 
just been printed, emanating from an au- 
thoritative Catholic source, which will prob- 
ably be made the basis for a movement to in- 
Guce the Legislature at the coming session to 
place parochial schools on an equality with 
the public schools and give them a 
proportionate share of the State, 
county and city appropriations. The circu- 
lar is the one distributed throughout the 
State to feel the popular sentiment in the 
matter of bringing all denominational insti- 
tutions under the public school system. The 
circular says: It must be understood that 
we Catholics are not opposed to public 
schools so far as they imparta good secular 
education, but we believe that education to 
be complete must rest on religion as the 
basis of all practical morality. Man,created 
in the image of God, has a longing after im- 
mortality and aspirations to seek first 
the Kingdom of God and his justice. The re- 
ligious and secular education of the rising 
generation is anobject of the greatest im- 
portance.

HE COULD NOT LONGER STEM THE TIDE 
OF OPPOSITION. — 


No Action Taken on H's Roasignation, 
But Members Tak Freely of His 
Probable Successor—History of Events 
Which Lod to the Ryupture—A Stub- 
born Fight. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. Nov. 25.—T. v> Pow: 
derly resigned his position of General Master 
Workman ofthe Knights of Labor this after- 
noon. He was unable to keep the delegates 
in the line he had marked out for them, and 
this decisive move seemed the only thing left 
for him to adopt. Immediately after his 
resignation was offered he left the hall, as he 
said, to atten‘ to some personal business, 

This step was a surprise to all the dele- 
gates, although a few of them said it was 
what he should have done long ago. No ac- 
tion was taken on the matter, although it 
was the topic of discussion which lasted un- 
til the assembly adjourned at 50’clock. The 
causes which led up to the resignation are as 
follows: After Mr. Powderly had been re- 
peatedly urged by the assembly to substi- 
tute a new report of names for mem- 
bers of the executive committee he 
acquiesced in these demands. Second, the 
list was not more favorable than the first 
one, but he was most persistent in his efforts 
to have it accepted. McGuire of New York 
was the only one elected and the assembly 
adjourned yesterday without gettingany fur- 
theralong. To-day the fight was begun with 
a new vigor. Every point raised by the 
Master Workman was stubborniy fought by 
his opponents. Still no result. In the 
afternoon new life seemed to have 
been instilled into the antt-Powderly faction 
and they began to elect a Soard that would 
dest suit them. The first man chosen in this 
wey was H. B. Martin of District Assembly 
791, who gota majority vote of 24; James M. 
Kenny of District Assembly 32 got a vote of 
23, and J. A. McGuirk of Washington polled 
22 votes, a bare majority. Mr. Powderly’s 
efforts to have his slate considered were all 
in vain. He was almost fruttidss in his 
endeavors to impress upon the Assembly 
that he was only exercising the powers his 
office gave him. He wanted his appointees 
elected. His opponents told him he had 
misconstrued the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion. This only added fuel to the flames. 

Mr. Powderly would not accept the com- 
mitteemen the delegates had elected. He 
declared their elections illegal. Then the 
climax came. The defeated leader spoke 
with remarkable clearness as he said: 

„Gentlemen, you must either obey the 
spirit. of the constitution or declare the 
office of Master Workman vacant. I now 
tender you my resignation.’’ With that he 
left the hall. All delegates were more than 
surprised. They were astounded, The sub- 
ject was discussed in all its phases; would 
they accept it or would they not? While 
they were talking it over the hour arrived for 


adjournment, 
was asked to-night if he had

really resigned. 

„Wen I was wroth to stem the tide that 
was bearing some of the men and the truest 
of the order, downward,’’ he replied, ‘‘I 
told the delegates that they must either de- 
clare my office vacant or accept my resigna- 
tion, as I would not longer serve. Ina day 
or two I will make a statement, but at pres- 
ent I don’t feel that I should do so. When I 
left the hall it was to attend to some private 
business.’’ 

Nearly all the delegates are suffering from 
severe attacks of cold and Secretary-Treas- 
urer Hayes was considered extremely iil 
to-night. The heads of both factions are, 
therefore, practically out of the way for the 
time being. While the outcome of Pow- 
derly’s resignation is still in doubt, some 
talk as to his probable successer is being 
freely indulged in. Mr. Sovereign of Iowa 
and McGuire of New York are those most 
prominently named, withthe former some- 
what in the lead.

An article entitled ‘*‘Quaint Paradoxes’’ in 
the last SUNDAY Post-DIsPaTcn attracted 
my -attention, and upon reading the same 
I became quite interested in the problem 
heretn contained. 

The first question presented for solution is 
that ofa hunter walking ina complete circle 
around a tree in which a squirrel is en- 
sconced, said rodent Keeping between him- 
self and the hunter the tree, for obvious rea- 
sons. Query: Did the man walk around the 
squirrel, or did he not? The tree being a 
fixed center, and the squirrel traveling 
around the fixed center in a small radius, 
necessarily got around the tree.

Will the 
fast express Overtake the freight train, if the 
Single track is long enough and there is no 
side tracking to be reached by the freight 
before the rear-end collision takes place and 
the engineer of the express does not slacken 
his speed?

A CHARMED LIFE. 


Remarkable Escapes From Assassination 
by Timekeeper Patterson. 


CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 2%.-—D. J. Patterson, 
timekeeper at the Otis Iron and Steel Works 
in this city, has evidently been marked for as- 
sassination. Twice within a week his life 
has been attempted.

DAVID R. PAIGE’S AFFAIRS. 


Will Soon Arrange Them So That He May 
Return From Exile. 

CLEVELAND? O., Nov. 25.—Information re- 
ceived in Cleveland from an unimpeachable 
source reveals the fact that David R. 
Paige is 830 arranging his affairs 
that be may soon leave his exile 
in Buenos Ayres and return to New York. 
A firm of New York lawyers who make 


a business of protecting claims against the 
city have taken the case in hand and settled 
with 75 per cent of the holdersof Paige 
Corey & Co.’s paper endorsed with the forged 
name of the late Cleveland millionaire, John 
Huntington.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 25.—A well-devel- 
oped case of small- pox has been discovered 
in the city by the health officials. The patient 
is a Pullman sleeping-car conductor running 
between Louisville, Nashville and 
Memphis. The case is under a 
strict quarantine and the authorities 
believe they will be able to stamp out the 
disease before it spreads. The car has also 
been taken charge of and will be disinfected 
thoroughly. The state, city and county 
boards Of health are taking proper pre- 
cautions.

NEW YORK’S RELIGIOUS BATHS. 


Women are Patrons and Bathe With 
Ceremonial Rites. 


New Yoru, Nov. 23.—Down in Columbia 
street, and, in fact in almost any of the 
downtown streets of the east side, one sees 
the signs of bath-houses. But the pecular 
institution of the east side is the ‘‘mikwe,’’ 
The men may consult their own pleasure 
about baths, but it is the religious auty of 
the women to plunge in running water all 
over once in the month. And so strict are 
they inthe performance of this ceremony 
that in the old country, in places where 
there are no bath-houses, the women break 
theice in streams and plungein there the 
three times required by religious use. 

Every month the women come to these 
bath-rooms, which have fine porgelain-lined 
tubs—‘‘marble-plated,’’ they call them on 
onthe East Side. Before taking this bath 
the woman trims her fingernails and toe- 
nails, carefully preserving the cuttings, 
every scrap of which must be thrown into 
the fire. 

Then she takes a regular bath, i

ticularcare that it is a thorough one. ter 
that she goes up- stairs to the ‘‘mik we.’ 

In the bath-house, now had in mind, this 
isa white marble tank about 8 feet each 
way, inside measurement. It is railed all 
around with brass rails, and in one corner 
are steps going down into the water. The 
bather stands in the clear, pure water, 
which is comfortably warmed. The should- 
ers are just covered. Then the bather sinks 
down until every particle of the body is im- 
mérsed. This is done three times ahd each 
time a prayer is said. f 

This ceremony must de performed by a 
bride on her wedding night. Those who are 
exempt are women who are about to become 
mothers, or who are still nursing children. 
But no religious custom is more strictly ad- 
hered to. Other pious acts may be slighted, 
but this is not. 

Or course, there is a sanitary reason as 
there is for nearly all the religious usages of 
this people.

Extracts From the Journal of a Woman 
~ “whose Marriage Vows Were Not 
Empty Phrases—She Took Her Husband 
For Better or For Worse Regardless of 
Geographical Lines. ! 1 


Mrs. Josephine Peary, the wife of the ex- 
plorer, has published a journal of her twelve 
months’ experience on the shore of McCor- 
mick Bay, midway between the Arctic Circle 
and the North Pole. she is the only white 
woman who ever penetrated so far withia 
the frogen zone as did the mémbers of Lieut, 
Peary’s last expedition. The most interest- 
ing chapters in the book afe those which 
Mrs. Peary devotes to the Manners and mode 
of life of the Eskimos with whom she came 
m contact. 1 

These natives belong to ‘a little tribe of 
about 850 individuals completely isolated 
from the rest of the World, and dwelling on 
the northwest coast of Gre@iand. They are 
separated by hundreds of miles from their 
neighbors, with whom they have no inter- 
course whatever. They had never seena 
white woman before, and some of them had 
never beheld a civilized being. 

The steamér Kite, which left New York on 
June 6, 1891, landed Lieut. Peary and his par- 
ty near Whale Sound, andacamp was built 
here and named Redcliffe. The sailors went 
in search of an Eskimo settlement and 
brought back several of the natives, who 
were induced to live at Redeliffe for nearly a 
year. Mrs. Peary says they were the queer- 
est, dirtiest looking individaals she had ever 
seen. Cladentirely in furs, they reminded 
her more uf monkeysthan of human beings. 
Ikwa, the first man who came, Was covered 
with a garment made of bird skins, the 
feAther work next the body, and outside of 
this a garment made of sealskin, with the 
fur on the outside. Thetwowere patterned 
exactly alike, made to fit to the figtre, cut 
short at the hips and coming to a polnt back 
and froht. Aclose-fitting hood was sewed 
to the heck of each garment, and invariably 
pulled over his head when Ikwa was out of 
doors. His legs were covered with sealskin 
trousers reaching just below the Enee, where 
they? were met by tanned sealskin boots. 
Mrs. Peary learned later that sealskin trou- 
sers were worn only by those meh who wére 
not fortunate enough or able to Kill a bear. 

The woman's dress differed from the man’s 
in pattern, only in the back where an extra 
width is sewed in, which forms a pouch ex. 
tending the entire length of the back of the 
wearer and fitting tight areund the hips. In 
this pouch or hood the baby is carried; its 
little body covered only by shirt reaching 
to the walst made of the skin of a young biue 
fox is placed against the bare back of the 
mother, and the head covered by a tight fit- 
ting skull cap made of seaiakin is allowed to 
rest against the mother’s shoulder. Mrs. 
Peary writes: 

Early in tit morning Ikwa came running 
into our house apparently much excited, 
crying ‘Awick, awick.’ This we had learned 
was walrus. he boys tumbied out of their 
beds and ina very few moments were in the 
boat with IK wa, pulling in the direction of a 
spouting walrus out in McCormick Bay. In 
a short time pes | returned with a large 
mother walrus a hér baby in tow. The 
mother had been killed, but the baby—a 
round bundle of fat about four feet long— 
was alive, and very mu so, as We foun 
out a little later. r. wanted to get 
photographs of the little thing before it was 
shot, — the boys left the baby walrus about 
a hundred yards up on the beach. Suddenly 
we heard cries. for ry coming from the 
shore. On stepping to the window I saw one 
or the most comical sights Ihave ever seen, 

The little walrus was slowly, but surely 
making his way to the waters of the bay. 
Mane, with her baby on her back, was sitting 
in the sand, her hee’ dug into it as far as 
she could get them, holding on t6 the line at- 
tached to the walrus without apparently ar- 
resting its progress n the least, for she was 
being ragged throagh the gravel and sand 
quite rapidly. Whib I looked, Matt came 
rushing to her assistance, and taking hold of 
the line just ahead of where Mane held it, he 
gave it one or two tirns about his wrists and 
evidently thought al he had to do would de 
to dig his heels into the sand and hold back; 
but in an instant bi was down inthe san 
too, and both he ard Mane were ploughing 
1 g. the sand fing, and both shouting 

ustily for help. 8d strong was this little 
creature that, had the other boys not rushed 
out and secured him, he would easily have 
pulled Mattand Mahe tothe water’s edge, 
where, of course, they would have let him 
go, and he would heve been a free walrus 
once more,’’ 
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Redcliffe and by that time there were several 
native women about the place. She writes: 

„The native whom IKkwa brought back 
with him from Kaati is named Mahoatchia, 
and Ikwa@ says that he and the one-éyed bear 
hunter, Mekhtoshay, exchange wives with 
each other every year. ° 

‘‘Whilelam writing two native women, 
M’giosu, wife oft AnnowKah, with her baby 
on her back, and Tookymingwah, the 13 
year-old girl, are both sitting tallor-fashion 
on the floor chewing deer skins. The native 
method of treating the skins of all animals 
intended for clothing is first to rid them of as 
much fat as can be got off by scfaping with‘a 
knife; then they are stretched as tight as 

ssible and allowed to become: perfectly 
ry. After this they are taken by the women 
and chewed and sucked all over, in order to 
get as much of the grease out as possible. 
Chewing the skins is very hard on the 
women. They cannot chew more than two 
deerskins per day, and are obliged to rest 
their Jaws every Other day.’’ 

Writing in her journal just before Christ - 
mas Day urs. Peary says: 

‘*M’giosu is sitting on the floor in my room 
sewing, and her husband, Ahnowkah, comes 
inas often ashe can find excuse for doin 
so. He frequently runs his face agains 
hers; and they sniffie at each other; this 
takesthe place of — Ishould think 
they could smell each othef without this, but 
they are so accastomed to the—to me—terribie 
odor, that they fail to notice it.’’ 

Mrs. * 77 spent thirteen months at Reu- 
cliffe, and she says she felt homesick when 
she finally packed up her things to returii to 
civilization. She writes of her little cabin in 
the frozen North: 

„Could the walis talk they would tell of 
some very pleasant hours spent there by the 
members of the North Greenland expedition 
of 1891-'92, and of many months of real. solia 
comfort and happiness enjoyéd dy the 
woman who, when she left home and 
friéhds, was teld that she must éxpect to en- 
dure all kinds of hardships and to suffer 
agony from scurvy, that dreaded Arctic 
enemy.

FOUND STONE DEAD. 


There Was a Corpse in the House When 
Bonfanti Fired. 


AND 80 HIS DEAD BODY LAY UNDIS8- 
COVERED A WHOLE DAY. 


An Author of Short Stories, Telling of 
Tragedy and Love, Finds St. Louis a 
Very Hard Place to Live in and Com- 
mits Suicide—A Letter to His Brother. 


The dead body of a man, supposed to have 
been Martin Bonfanti, was foundin a front 
room on the second floor of No. 14 South 
Fourth street last evening at 8 o’clock. He 
had committed svicide by shooting himself 
in the left breast with a 88-caliber American 


bull dog revolver. 

The corpse rested ona blanket near the 
door, and from its position it was evident 
that the man had lain down before he shot 


himself. 
On the washstand was this note written in 


lead pencil: 

Mrs. Brownw—Please telegraph and let my 
brother, Richard Bonfanti, know ofthis. Address, 
394 Shelby street, Memphis, Tenn. 

A LONG TIME DEAD. 

Although the discovery of the suicide was 
not made until last evening it is probable that 
Bonfanti killed himself early yesterday morn- 
ing or Friday night. A colored chambermaid 


named Lou went into the room at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 

An oll lamp was burning dimly and she saw 
the obscure form near the door. She ran 
to Mrs. F. W. Bueto, the daughter of the 
landlady, Mrs. Brown, and exclaimed that 
a man was drunk in the room. She was 
afraid Mrs. Bueto 
told her husband when he 
came home last night of what 
Lou had reported toherinthe morning. Mr. 
Bueto made an investigation and discovered 
the suicide. He thereupon informed Patrol- 
man Gummersol. 

TWO DEAD MEN IN ONE HOUSE. 

Although the body lay inthe room all day 
yesterday, ungnown to the other roomers 
and tenants of the second and third floors, a 
piece of crape was suspended from the door 
leading up to the apartments. It was 
not in memory of Bonfanti, however, 
but of Daniel Brown, the husband of the 
landlady, who died Friday and was being 
mourned in a room next to that in which 
Bonlfantl was through _ grief 
for her father that Mrs. 
Bueto did not to the room when 
Lou, the colored woman, told her that there 
was a drunken man in the place. 

All appearances went to show that Bon- 
fanti was driven to suicide through despair 
of finding work. The family of Mrs. 
Brown said that he came to 
St. Louis a wéek and took the room which he 
had occupied whenin this city a year ago, 
He endeavored in vain to find work and 
spent considerable of his time in his room. 


THE WORLD OVERCROWDED. 
He was a young man not over 23 years old, 
of small and delicate build. The only signs 


of comfort or means to be seen was a change 
of underclothing on a shelf im a recess of the 
room. Asachel contained a mass of base 
ball literature clipped from newspapers, 
scores, names of players and other evidences 
of a base ball crank. In the sachel was also 
found a letter of recommendation of Martin 
Bonfanti, written by Edward Birm- 
ingham of the Home Insurance 
company, Chicago, who stated that the 
bearer had worked for him and bore a good 
character. On the washstand and in the 
satchel were the manuscripts of several 
romances.

The New York Bank Réserve Crosses the 
$70,000,000 Mark. 


NEW YORE, Nov, 25.—The surplus reserve of 
the New York clearing house banks has 
crossed the $70,000,000 mark for the first time 
in the history of these institutions.

He was told that 
Miss Naesens had recovered consciousness, 
and accused him of shooting her. The fact 
is, however, that between the time that she 
was found lying senseless and bleeding on 
the second story back porch of 7001 South 
Broadway, where she was employed as a 
domestic, at about 1 o’clock on Friday morn- 
ing and her death at the City Hospital, 11:30 
o’clock on Friday night, she was never con- 
scious for a moment.

NOVA SCOTIA COAL. 


What an American Syndicate May Do If 
Coal Goes en the Free List. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 25.—The report 
that a syndicate of ‘American capitalists, 
headed by W. C. Whitney and his brother, 
has secured options on all of the coal mines 
m Nova Scotia, with the view of monopoliz 
ing the New England markets in the event of 
the taking of eoaloff the dutiable list, has 
been current gossip here for some time. 

The coal men are all afraid of the Nova 
Scotia coal, which they assert is mihed so 
cheaply it could easily be introduced into 
this country tothe serious detriment of the 
home product, They claim not only that it 
would drive the coal of the United States out 
of New Engiand, but that it would seriously 
injurethe home trade of the Atlantic Coast 
as far south as Charleston. The Ala- 
bama men had this matter in mind when 
they were recently here, and ex-Senator 
Davis of West Virginia was largely influenced 
by it in ghis plea for a continuation of the 
duty on coal. A good deal of the West Vir- 
ginia product now goes into New England 
and the loss of that market would be a severe 
blow to the State. 

It is admitted, however, that the Nova 
Scotia coal is inferior to the great bulk of the 
coal mined in this country, andit could not 
altogether supplantitin use. Prices might 
be lowered somewhat by the competition, 
but in those lines in which superior coal was 
demanded, home coal would have the call. 

Congressmen do not care to discuss the 
questi as it relates to Mr. Whitney’s busi- 
ness prise. Many of them have heard 
the story, but nobody vouches for its truth, 
and hence the delicacy about referring to it. 
The opinion is general here that coal wili go 
on the free list, although the two Alabama 
Senators will join the Republicans in oppos- 
ing the change when the tariff bill comes up 
in the Senate. | 


HUNGRY ISLAND. 


new Name Applied to One of the Sterm- 
Swept Group. 


HILTON HEAD ISLAND, S. C., Nov. 25.— 
Since the awful cyclone of Aug. 27 swept 
over the Sea Islands, killing nearly 1,500 men, 
women and children, and leaving 40,000 sur- 
vivors to face starvation, this island has been 
called Hungry Island.*’ Only five people 
lost their lives during the storm, only seven 
have died since from starvation and the 


effects of the storm, but there are 2,000 peo- 
ple living on the island who have suffered for 
weeks with hunger. They are to-day living 
on a peck of grits anda pound of pork fora 
family of seven, furnished from the supplies 
taken South by the special Soutbern relief 
train of the WORLD and Post DISPATCH and 
distributed by the Red Cross to 2,000 men, 
women and children, all colored, who daily 
ask heaven to bless the givers of the peck of 
grits and the pound of pork. 

A limited amount of pork and grits was 
sent south forthe support ofthe Sea Island 
sufferers. At the present rate these supplies 
will last only three or possibly four weeks 
longzr. For four months after the supplies 
are Se hausted, until the spring crops furnish 
nourishment, these people wili suffer, and 
unless additional aid comes to them from the 
North they will starve. 

Hilton Head is a typical sea island, irregu- 
lar tn shape, fifteen miles one way and nine 
the other. It is situated thirty miles from 
Savannah andtwenty from the main land. 
On one side, for miles, thereis an ocean 
beach. The other side slopes into the Broad 
River and its adjacent streams. Before the 
war the island wasa garden where grew all 
the fruits of the tropical countries and the 
land sold for $100 an acre. But it sells 
for only $i to $10 per acre 
now. Where figs and oranges once grew 
wild deer nowrun. Other gameis plentiful, 
but woe tothe colored man who dares to 
hunt it. Nearly half of the island is leased 
by wealthy men fora few hundred dollars 
each year. Asahunting ground during the 
winter they pay a visit to the island, warning 
the negroes not to hunt on those premises, 
and then they go away. 

Of the 2,000 people on the island all but 
elght are colored. Two of the white men, 
Wm. Brown and Dr. Wilder, own several 
thousand acres of land each, whith 
either cultivate or reat to the negroes.

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Henri Chomeau Says It Is Buried 
in St. Louis County. 


The County Surveyor’s Story of a Band 
of River Robbers. 


HOW THEY WERE PURSUED AFTER 
HIDING THEIR TREASUBE. 


Their Cave Located at the Mouth of Cold 
Water Slougbh— Terrible Fate Meted 
Out to Members of the Band by Treach- 
erous Leaders—How the Secret of the 


Buried Gold Was Revealed.

The search for buried treasures as related 
by Dr. Gordon Finney calls to mind the fact 
that St. Louls County, as well as that portion 
of Illinois near Alton, is the legendary scene 
of robbers and pirates, and still the recepta- 
cle of buried treasures amassed by robbery 
and murder. There is one place in St. Louis 
County which has to it a legendary history 
which tells of river pirates, hidden caves, a 
‘*fleet low set rakish craft’’ and last of all a 
cave which is the scene of a murder and the 
depository of untold treasures of gold and 
plunder. So firmly is this story believed 
that there are residents in the vicinity 
of the historical spot who have. dug 
up acres of ground and hunted 
and searched every where for the 


hidden millions in hopes of finding the plun- | 


der of the old river pirates. 
HENRI CHOMEAU BELIEVES IT. 

Mr. Henri Chomeau,the surveyor of St. 
Louls County, who knows every foot of the 
ground in the county and can almost drawa 
map ofthe whole of it from memorg, knows 
the old legend well and thinks there is* some- 
thing in the story. So firm is his belief in 
it that he has made a careful 
search for the landmarks designated jin 


the legend and has even! gone tothe extent 
of doing some digging in asmall way himself. 
The story was first obtained by Mr. 
Chomeau from one ofthe oldest residents of 
the district and he had, so he told Mr. 
Chomeau, been doing considerable digging 
himself without any material results. The 
story Mr. Chomeau first heard fifteen 
years ago and which he telis 
to-day with the added results and facts de- 
veloped by his investigations is in substance 
as follows: 
Before Missouri was a part of the United 
States. along about the early dawn of the 
nt century, the Mississippi River was 
ned on either side at intervals with very 
rich plantations, and some of 
the small towns had a ood 
deal of wealth laid up in them. 
About the same time there was organized a 
band of lawless meu, who had drifted to- 
gether from no one knows where. They 
were desperate menin a wild country, and 
almost entirely out of reachof the hand or 
such law as there wasin those 8.

For several years the pirates plundered 
and murdered at will with scarcely any 
check or interference. If it did hap- 
pen that they encountered an oppos- 
ing force too strong for them to —— 
with, they ned toward the mouth of the Mis- 
sour! River, and some six or seven miles be- 
low it suddenly dodged ‘into a narrow mlet 
which was usually thought to be a bayou or 
slough but which was ip reality a creek 
which is now Cold Creek and 
now runs into the Missouri about 
six miles from its mouth instead 
of into the Mississippi as it did 
in early times. The bed of the old creek can 
be easily traced from the present mouth 
eastwardly for some distance parallel to the 
Missouri and then southeast to its old open- 
ing a little way up above the Chain of Rocks. 

It was up this creek that the robbers had 
their hiding places, where they lived when 
not afloat or off on depredations, and where 
they hid their treasures eventually and aban- 
doned them because they were driven away 
by superior numbers.

PETER’S PENCE AND THE BEVENUVUES_ 
OF INVESTED 8UMS. 


Decrease of Offerings the Result of 

’ Catholic Discontent—One French Dio- 
cese Sent the Pope 100,000 Francs 
the Other Day—Roral Contributors— 
List of Principal Expenditures. 


RoME, Nov. 9.—It may be interesting to 
know just what the receipts and expenses of 
the Vatican are and how the Pope provides 
for the administration of the church and the 
papacy, 

It is well known that there isa Committee 
on Peter’s Pence composed of several prel- 
ates and cardinals, whose business it is to 
regulate the use of money at the disposal of 
the Vatican, One of the most prominent 
members of this committee gave the follow- 
ing details: 

The wealth of the Vatican comes from two 
principal sources: First, the revenues of the 
invested sums that the Vatican possesses, 
and second, the offerings of the faithful 
Known under the name of Peter’s Pence. 
The invested funds are of different kinds. 
The greater part is placed in French or En- 
glish Danks. The largest amount is in the 
Rothschild Bank of Paris. The Peter’s Pence 
is an annual revenue which is far from regu- 
lar. In good years the sums received 
throughout the world may reach 8,000,000 
francs; sometimes it is only 6,000,000 or 6,000, - 
000, or even less. Such has been the case in 
the last few years. 

CATHOLIC DISCONTENT, 

The decrease is due largely to the discon- 
tent of Catholics and French Royalists on 
account of the Pope’s republican policy. 
France alone sends two-thirds and often 
three-quarters of the Peter’s pence, and in 
France itis the Royalists who show them- 
selves most devoted and most generous. 
Since the adherence of Pope Leo to the ro- 
public many Royalists, more Royalist than 
Catholic, have closed their purses. Hence 
the decrease that has occurred during the 
past two years. Nevertheless, in spite of 
everything, it is the French bishops 
who bring the largest amounts. Only 
the day before yesterday the Bishop of 
Nantes sent the Pope 100,000 francs in the 
name of his diocese. Italy only contributes 
a very small sum, some hundred of thou- 
sands of francs. The Romans are even less 
generous. On certain festivals. colleetions 
are taken in all the large churches in Rome 
for the Peter’s Pence, and in some of these 
churches the collectors only receive a flew 
sous. On the other nand, tlie Anglo-6axon 
countries, England, Ireland, Australia, and 
above all the United States, are beginning to 
send important amounts. If Catholicism 
continues to develop in those countries it Is 
easy to see thatthe Vatican will draw from 
them considerable revenue, because the 
English or American Catholics’ are as rich as 
they are generous. 5 

ROTAL CONTRIBUTORS. 

There are also royal courts who send an- 
nually very rich offerings. Likewise the old 
Italian Princes, who have been deposed, 
such as Francis II., the ex-King of Naples, 
and Maria Theresa, the former Grand 
Duchess of Tuscany. They never fall to send 
their gifts of several thousand francs. The 
Comte ae Chambord used to send every year 
60,000 france, and the Comte de Paris does the 
same, The total budget can be estimated at 
7,000,000 francs. pin on cy chy Ag is spent:

have oranges sold as lowas apples. A bar - 
rel of apples is worth more money {to-day 
than a barrel of oranges, and three times 


as many apples can be sold with this dis- 
crepancy in price existing. The fallacy of 
orang? growers and shippers that a scarcity 
of apples materially advances the price or 
value of the orange ig more clearly demon- 
strated this year than ever. A man who 
calls for a barrel ot apples will not accept a 
similar quantity of oranges at the same 
price, and very rarely can the orange be 
placed as a substitute, cheapasit may ap- 
pear. Briefly the orange is à luxury and as 
such is neglected, while the apple can be 
utilized in so many various ways as to be 
considered almost a necessity. With these 
facts before usa careful observer must be 
impressed with the belief thatin future the 
apple orchard promises more than the 
oraagge grove. 


The Chicago Times recently ran an article 
under the head of A Glance at South Water 
Street, telling how the shipper is done up 
by unscrupulous commission men. It telis 
ofa horde of petty sharks whose offices are 
in their hats, doing peopie at wholesale, and 
all of a sudden they put on their hats, offices 
and ali and open up in some other city to re- 
peat their rascality. The Times then goes on 
at great length to laud the good, reliable 
houses, and finds ten of them on South Water. 
It would appeara little strange that in all 
of Chicago, with its hundreds of commission 
houses, only ten reliable ones can be found. 
Chicago isa eat town, but when a great 
newspaper rightin that city canonly find 
ten honest commission houses in its own 
home it would doa better turn forthe city 
to say nothing about South Water street. 

We fina the foregoing in a late issue of the 
Produce Trade Bulletin of Minneapolis. It is 
absurd for the Times to claim or assert that 
out of the 250 firms on South Water street 
only tenare reliable or honest. Indeed it 
looks as if at least 100 of these firms had good 
grounds for action against the Times. Itis 
more than likely that it was an advertising 
scheme and that the men on the favored list 
had to pay something for getting there.

of this elass of poultry as possible. The trade is 
generally so taken up with the handling of turkeys 
on this holiday that everytuing else is negleted aad 
above all rough, poor or badly dressed stock. Tur- 
keys have been seliing to only fair advantage thus 
far this season, as the weather has been rather too 
warm, but with colder weather at hrud and iadi- 
cations for it continuing so, the outlook is decidedly 
more encouraging, although dealers are unasimous 
in the opinion that no fancy prices will prevail. Ali 
shioments should be made so as to give the receiver 
ample time to dispose of the stock. The best results 
are generally derived from the early arrivals. as these 
get the benefit of the competition between order 
buvers, shiopers and local buyers.

Bee IN ALL THEIR LIFE. 


How the Ehip Was Gotten Through 0 


Lock Which Was Too Narrow for It— 
Pulling It Of Sand Barse—Receptions 
at Towns Along the Route. 


**Americans have wondered how we were 
able to cross the ocean in sosmall a ship as 
the Viking,’’ said Capt. Magnus Andersen 
yesterday, speaking to a Post- DISPATCH re- 
porter. That was an easy matter to stem- 
ming the seas of the Chicago and Illinois 
Canal. It was child’s play to our voyage 
from La Salle down the Illinois River to 
Grafton, 

Think of men like myself and Christian 
Christensen who have crossed the Atlantic 
Ocean in an open boat sticking all night on a 
sandbar within speaking distance of landor 
getting stuck iu a lock or a canal that will 
not float a boat drawing only 3 feet 6 inches! 
Deliver me from such another voyage.’’ 

There never will be such another journey 
taken. For there will never be another 
Viking, in all probability. The present 
Viking when it leaves its berth at the 
foot of Olive street and sails slowly 
Gown the Mississippi to New Orleans wil 
either put out from there in May for Nor- 
way or will be purchased by the subscrip-! 
tions of Chicago’s Norway colony and placed 
in the National Museum at Washington. 

The Viking cost $5,000 without its equip- 
ment of rigging and sails. To bring it to St. 
Louis a total expenditure of $16,000 was 
needed. Its first cost was met by the people 
of Norway. Even little children contributed 
their pennies. It may enter Nor- 
way museum. The receipts from sight 
seers have more than met all expenses 
since reaching America’s shores. There is 


already a fine sum to be used in founding a 
Snug Harbor for Norwegian sailors at Chris- 
tiania, where Capt. Andersen publishes the 
Norwegian Shipping Gazette. The Snug Harbor 
is the result of Capt. Andersen’s experience 
as founder of the Brooklyn (N. X.) Bethel 
Home. If Viking is sold to Americans the 
sum paid will used toward the Snug 
Harbor nest egg. 

But speaking of the Viking’s trip from 
Chicago to St. Louis H. Larsen who besides 
being an able seaman and besides having 
been Capt. Andersen’s right bower in Brook- 
lyn Sailors’ Home, is a reporter on the 
Norwegian Shipping Gazette, says there was 
plenty of work for the six men who now 
represent the Viking’s crew. On the ocean 
voyage the crew consisted of twelve. 


A ROUGH EXPERIENCE. 
The Viking left Chicago on Wednesday, 
Nov. 1,’’ said Mr. Larsen. It left very 
quietly, though it was received by a whole 
flotilla. Itleftintow of the tug Eddie K., 
whick Capt. Andersen had chartered to bring 
it through the canal and the Illinois River.“ 
‘*This will be a snap,’’ said Mate Christen- 
sen, who had picked up some of your vigor- 


« ous Americanism while conversing with the 
aMayor of New York on our reception there. 
{We hadn’t gone five miles before our keel 
Was fast in a sand-bar. Asand-bar in a canal! 
here's a novelty for you.“

„Captain Andersen was alarmed, for the 
keel of the Viking, though 66 feet long 
and sawed all in one piece from 
American oak, was 16 inches wide, only 5 
foches thick and long, with a 6-inch grip be- 
tween the planks and the end of the frame 
timbers, like a closed blade in a knife. Any 
side pull was likely to tear it loose. A pull 
at an angle was what the Eddie K. threatened 
to give the Viking as its next effort, 

We had to get out tackling and lines and 
make fasttoatree up the bank. Then the 
whole crew went ashore and gave a pull 
with the unshipped mast as a starting lever. 
We finally got the Viking into deeper water, 

„About the first lock we struck we got an- 
other experience. Wg were sailing with our 
shields out, for we wished the people along 
the canal to get a correct idea ofa fully 
equipped Viking ship, minus the mast and 
sail. But when we went into thislock we 
found ourselves in a pickel. The lock was 

long enough, but it was not built for Vikings. 
It Was just a shade too nar- 
row. This filled us with conster- 
mation and Alfred A. Holm,the Captain’s 
Private Secretary, the authorof ‘*The Nor- 
Wegian Vikings and Viking Ships,’’ anda 
correspondent of the London Graphic and a 
member of the editorial staff of the London 
Daily News, swore by the mas’? —W which 
was 800 years old before it was cut from the 
tree that never were Viking lines cast in 
harder places. 

„Then a happy thought came. This was 
to remove the shields. Presto, change. We 
spare. We passed through 
many other locks where passage was made 

nly after the exercise of care, but none was 


narrow as this one.“ 


From Chicago down the Viking was 
aground on an average of once every ten 
miles, but the Eddie K., by dint of numping 
itself, got it off again without damage to its 
famous keel. 

The first stop was made at Joliet. Joliet 
is so near Chicago that the natives 
were prepared forthe appearance of the 
Strande craft, but as it was the first foreign 
vessel that ever touched at their shores it 
was given a becoming welcome, though 
without municipal demonstration. Touches 
were made at Morris, Henry, Marseilles and 
Ottawa on the way through the canal. 

At Henry there was a touch of genuine 
American life. The Mayor, accompanied by 
a brass band and the children of the public 
School, and probably every citizen ef 
the town turned out. It was a small town, 
Dut it was alt there. At Morris the Mayor 
came on board, and there was a reception 
and a banguet at the hotel. Ex-Mayor 
Ogelsby was there and made the speech of the 
evening.

FURTHER DEPRESSED. 


There Ie No General Movement for Liqui- 
dat ion— The Ups and Downs Confined 
Mainly to Floating Stocks—Increase 
in Idle Capital Shown by Yesterday’s 
Bank Statement. 


New Tonk, Nov. 25.—The stock market was 
very strong inthe early trading, and some 
marked advances were recorded. The only 
notable exception to the general strength 
was sugar refining, which was depressed 
sharply in the first few minutes of business. 
Among the particularly strong features were 
Western Union, General Electric, Northwest, 
Lake Shore, Rock Island, Burlington and 
Louisville & Nashville. The course of events 
in the market this week proves conclusively 
that no matter how fine an array of arguments 
may be presented by the operators for a fall, 
the real holders of securities have not yet 
become persuaded of the worthles sness of 
their investments. An appreciation of the 
fact that they are about the only heavy 
seliers of stocks has caused the bear party 
in the Exchange to cover a consider able por- 
tion of their short confracts and has been 
chiefly responsible for such improve- 
ment in prices as has oc- 
curred during the week. It should 
be noted, too, that the extensive covering 
movement which began to show itself in 
force on Monday took place without the 
stimulus of any favorable developments or 
change in the financial situation. Nor does 
it appear that the rise was in any way due to 
bull manipulation or to pool work. 

The legendary bull houses and operators 
have beer nothing more than qulescent, 
and in fact the prevailing sentiment 
of the street continues bearish, having in 
great part covered their short contracts, 
and inso doing discovered that they were 
the only duyers as well as the only sellers, 
the bear traders all show a renewed disposi- 
tion to lower prices again. The present con- 
dition of the speculation renders this 
perfectly easy, and should the bear 
movement assume large proportions 
prices will, no doubt. sag away 
again until another covering movement be- 
gins, which will in time carry prices up to 
their former level, and so the routine of pro- 
fessional speculation goes on. 

The one great block in the way of a decline 
in stocks cannot be iterated toooften. As 
long as it is kept in mind a clear understand- 
ing of the speculative situation may be had. 
There is no general liquidation and that only 
can permanently depress values. The 
absence of general liquidation is em- 
phasized by its appearance in special stocks, 
General Electric for instance. That stock 
shows little or no resiliency. 

It has dropped like putty and sticks down 
while the deciines in other stocks may be 
likened toa rubber ball, whose rebound car- 
ries it nearly back toits starting point. As 
the puDlicis almost a neglible quantity at 
presentand as merely professional selling 
and buying produce no net results it is evi- 
dent the future of prices will be largely 
determined by the extent to which the liqui- 


dation growing out of the panic has become 
exhausted. 

Except in special cases where ft seems ap- 
parent that long stock is being marketed 
there is every reason to believe that the 
liquidation is not only over but completed 
long ago. 

The holders of securities may be said to 
consist of twoclasses, ordinary investors and 
large capitalists. Besides these there is gen- 
erally a certain percentage of the securities 
of every corporation which is called floating 
stock and is carried by speculators in bro- 
kera’ offices. The amount of securities held 
in this way is now ata very lowebb. It does 
not appear that the amount of stocks carried 
by brokers has been increased to any extent 
since the summer. During times cf act- 
ive speculation the actual control of 
some corporations may be obtained 
through the proxies of stock brokers, 
but itis very doubtful whether such a thing 
could be done now. A practical definition of 
the distinction between an investor anda 
capitalististhat the former buys to hold, 
the latter to sell, the former is slow and ob- 
stinate, the latter is quick and timid. Hav. 
ing purchased a security, the purchaser will 
lock it up, and will nine times 
out of ten carry it through prosperity aad 
adversity. The capitalist liquidates at the 
first symptom of: trouble and is generally 
free before the investor suspects anything 
wrong. As we get further away from the 
acute stages of the panic of 983 the char- 
acter ofthe tremendous liquidation becomes 
more clear. 

There were financial giants in trouble then, 
and between April and August the market 
for securities was put to a strain it has never 
before experienced, As the vast amounts of 
securities then turned into cash were bought 
by other persons, some idea of the wonder- 
ful purchasing and absorptive power of the 
American investor may be obtained as a re- 
sult of this liquidation. The transfer books of 
corporations show an immensely increased 
list of stockholders. These people have 
bought to hold. They are not disturbed by 
re ports of losses in earnings or rumors which 
affect the simple speculator. After awhile the 
capitalist will loox about for investments, 
Signs of his reappearance in Wall 
stfeet are already about. It is ei- 
dent in the increased interest 
taken In the affairs of bankrupt corporations 
and in the reorganizations. 

It has been a long time since there was 
such an interest in financial affairs, and if it 
has not extended to the stock markets its 
final expression will be there. The last of 
the three forces,the speculator. will come in- 
to evidence and business will de again active 
in the street. Opinions may differ 
as tothe length of time before this desira- 
dle condition arrives, but we see no reason 
to change the opinion expressed in this 
column several weeks ago that a general im- 
provement is taking place in financial affairs 
asin spite of the improving tendency note 
in financial affairs, the speculation continues 
limited. is as well to bear 
these fundamental principles in mind, 
they are always true, but often 
overlooked, and are seldom taken into ac- 
count by the professional trader. Perhaps 
the aggressive lactor in the market and al- 
most the only one on the bull side isthe low 
rate at which money may be borrowed, both 
on calland time. Demand loans can be made 
at 1 per cent per annum, and money bor- 
rowed on time in large amounts and on 
mixed collateral at 8 per cent. 

The piling up of funds points to a con- 
tinuance of this condition, and besides banks, 
the trust companies and other institutions 
find it almost impossible to obtain profitable 
rates for their iunds. The best opinion is 
that this condition will obtain for at least 
the next six months, as there is no demand 
for money from mercantile people and 
the better class of business paper is taken as 
soon as offered without difficulty. The bond 
market has been feeling the effects of the 
plethora of money for a longtime, and the 
better class of bonds bas been advanced to 
high figures. 

The lower priced issues, to Judge from their 
activity, are beginning to attract attention. 
and for the last day or two signs 
have been abundant that there is an overflow 
of money from the bond market to that for 
stocks. This overflow has hatufally frst 
sougut the best class of stocks It has shown 
itselfin Northwest, Lake Shore, Manhattan 
and other high-priced stocks. he lows 
priced stocks, it ig reasonable to suppose, 
will also feel the influence of the easy 
3 It can readily be seen 
that there is an assured t in buying a 
stock or bond yielding per cent interest 
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investment demand has forced such bonds as 
Rock Island colla 58 to above 101, and 
other good securities have moved up in much 
the same way, so that it is now to finda 
good 5 per cent bond below par. But with 
millions of idle money drawing no interest 
the demand for someth on which a return 
may be realized has become urgent, and 
many orders to buy bonds that brokers were 
unable to fili have now been changed to divi- 
dend paying stocks. 

There are yet — safe dividend pavers 
that can be obtained at prices that will yield 
better than 5 r cent on the investment 
but the diversion of the investment demand 
to these stocks has already disclosed the fact 
that the supply is not large enough to ul the 
demand in sight without a sharp advance in 
3 The floating supply of stocks 

8 not large and it would 
be hard to obtain any great amount 
of such stocks as Lake Shore, Northwest, 
Western Union or Central at anywhere near 
current figures. In the securities on a lower 
grade the bull situation is even stronger, 
many of them being oversold by shorts in 
expectation of declines, and — appearance 
ofa speculative demand would double the 
motive for advance. The buying senti- 
ment prevailing in investment lines 
inthe last half of the week showed some 
evidence that it is extending toa tendency to 
speculation. Low priced stocks like some of 
the Gould issues, Wabash and Texas Pacific, 
were quite eagerly picked up and the old- 
time buyers in Pacific, Atchison and Reading 
have appeared as Duyers of those stocks 
and the street is filled with 
the old familiar predictions of 
future advancein them. The most impor- 
tant movement inthe low priced securities 
has been in the bonds and preferred stock of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas. The road 
when the Reorganization Committee assumed 
control, was incomplete in regard to termi- 
nals and construction ofthe line. Since then 
gaps in the line have been filled, an exten- 
sion to St. Louis built, and a contract for the 
change of freight with the Burlington has 
been arranged which will gointo operation 
on Dec. 1. The system now, for the first time 
in its history, is complete from the Missouri 
Kiver to the Gulf. Until the prospective 
changes in tariff and revenue measures are 
known they will continue a disturbing factor 
in those securities directly affected. This is, 
of course, to be expected, and the influence 
of the changes has made the speculation 
on the industrials very umeasy and 
uncertain. One of the most significant feat- 
ures in the situation is, or has been the in- 
difference of the market to developments, 
which would generally produce a very dis- 
turbing effect. Thus the Thurber-Whyland 
failure, important in itself and in its signif- 
cance, caused only a flutter, and the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad strike has also been without 
effect on prices, though either at another 
time might have caused a marked unsettling 
of values. In the same way the tariff changes 
may entirely fail of their expected effect, 
and atany rate the slement of uncertainty 
will soon be removed. Despite the fact that 
there are many unsatisfactory features in 
the business situation, it appears as ifthe 
security market had adjusted itself to what 
had happened, and whatisfeared. If this 
view is not accepted as true the objector is 
referred tothe situation as it clearly appears 
in Wall street at the present time.

The Unique Double Charity of the Aged 
and Wealthy Ship Builder. 


NEW Tonk. Nov. 2%.—Webb’s Academy, 
situated at Fordham Heights, is now prac- 
tically completed. The dedication of this 
unique charity was set for early this month, 
but, owing tothe absence of Bishop Potter 
in Europe, the ceremony has been postponed 
until his return to tniscountry. The build- 
ing, however, was informally opened on 
Oct. 26. The trustees, all of whom were pres- 
ent, are: W. H. Webb, President; Steven- 


son Taylor, Secretary; Prof. Frederick R. 
Hutton, Henry Steers, Andrew Reed, Albert 
G. Bogerty, Charles 8. Smith, Merritt Trim- 
ble, Y. S. Marvel, and Newbury and Charles 
8. Cramp of Philadelphia, 

This is the structure with which Wm. H. 
Webb chose to crown his life work. Webb’s 
Academy is in reality a double charity. @n 
his experience of sixty years aga ship bulld- 
er,from the swinging of his broad-ax to 
the satisfaction of launching his own ships, 
Mr. Webb ovserved and appreciated the 
necessity ofa home for invalid and aged 
shipbullders and their families, For the dis- 
abled members of almost every other craft 
there was some place of refuge. For ship- 
builders alone there was none. As one him- 
self, Mr. Webb’s sympathies were keenly 
aroused, 

The idea ot himself founding and endowing 
a perpetual home for the anfortanate mem- 
bers of his own and his father’s craft before 
him took possession of his thoughts so 
strongly that in 1890 he bought the present 
site of Webb’s Academy, consisting of thir- 
teen acres Overlooking the Hudson River, 
and set aside from his private fortune the 
sum Of $2,000,000, to be expended on the 
building and endowment of a home there for 
unfortunate or aged shipbuilders and their 
families. Later he decided to enlarge the 
scope of the charity and toestablish a free 
school for American men and boys who de- 
sired to learn the science of shipbuilding. A 
charter was obtained, trustees appointed 
and the institution incorporated.

Ghosts tenant your 
chambers, and memory stands conning her 
tablets and singing the old songs at the 
sodden door-sills. Strange things have been 
seen, but stranger than any will ve on the 
earth when a nation becomes great and lasts 
long whose children neglect the homes of 
their childhood and the graves of their 
fathers, 

Podunk, an odd word truly and not attrac- 
tive until translated, but on its translation 
there comes beauty and fragrance to it as 
they come to a bud when it opens. For when 
a word means broad acres of fertile soll, a 
running brook that never fails, great trees 
that have not known the beams from which 
they sprung for half a thousand years, a 
mansion whose mighty timbers of oid time 
oak are as old as the colonial settlement and a 
view that commands a landscape hard to 


match for beauty in any of the four seasons; 


when a word means this and more it has a 
music of itself and its music is all its own. 

But this word is an old one as truly as an 
odd one, an old word ofan old race that has 
outilved the race and the tongue to which it 
belonged as gems of rare worth outlive their 
owners and shine on in new crowns and on 
young bosoms when the old crowne they 
once glorified are crumbled, and the hearts 
that once throbbed with the pride of the 
ownership have been only the thin, inani- 
mate dust of old-time tombs for a thousand 
years. 

Venerable word: Thou hast indeed outlived 
the race that loved thee,and to whose tongue 
thou wast as soft music; thou hast become a 
meaningless term or a joke tothe many, and 
art as an inscription in @ strange tongue and 
half effaced on some old slab amid graves 
that no ope can read. 

Podunk—tbe name of our tribe or our com - 
mon home—that was thy meaning inthe old 
days, and in the mouth of the red men when 
they owned the hill and the great piain below 
and all the wide lands outlying it even from 
Totoket in thefar north of the sea. The 
home of our trio, that isthe way the red 
men talked, for amongthemali lands were 
common property. 


For they held that the Great Spirit would 


not allow selfish ownership in alr or water or 
land, because they were too precious to be 
selfishly appropriated, but must ever be con- 
sidered as histree gifts to each and all His 
children alike. It may be thatthe red man 
was wise inthis andthat Henry George, in 
borrowing from the aboriginals is not so nigh 
to a fool as some think. 

The Home of the Family—that is the trans- 
lation the white race must give the old, odd 
word to day when we own in fee simple a 
house and barns and lands lying around it, 
especially if the spot be ancestral and sacred 
to us and ours because of the memories that 
area part, aud in one sense, and a high 
sense, too, the best part of it. 

For huw can there be a home, a family 
home, without land, and trees and a well of 
sweet water, a brook that runs on singing 
its low, soft tune toits moist, herby banks 
without pause, whether mencomeor go; a 
garden that blooms and sweetens and feeds; 
an orchard that pleases with flower and 
fruit, and wide flelds which area solid part 
of the world and make the owner feel that 
he is an appreciable part of its forces. 

And should not the home ofa family be a 
house with big rooms in it and be builded of 
timbers large as trees and as strong, and 
framed into a migbty chimney with cavern- 
ousjfire places which on cold stormy nights 
eat the flames witha roar of gladness and 
breaths out warmth and cheer through all the 
house. 

Can you construct a home for a family out 
of sappy scantling 2x4 and warm it with 
laundry stoves or these prime inventions of 
Satan, steam pipes, or a hot-air furnace? 

Surely no such tenements can become a 
home for men whothink and women who feel 
and children whose breeding is of the better 
sort, 

Oh, homes, the old time, big timbered 
homes of New England, homes of the strong 
men and brave women that hewed your 
frames from the primal woods and laid your 
broad hearth stones with prayer; homes that 
were harbors tor them in storm — 4 pll- 
lows for weary heads, and broad trails for us 
yet who at times lose our way on the dark 
portages of life, let your loveiiness be appre- 
bended of men in these dreadful times when 
pallid fear pilots our ships from a sunrise of 
danger to a sunset of wreck. 

And so thought and so said Mr. Bartlette 
as he stood onthe veranda of his old ances- 
tral mansion and contemplated from his ele- 
vated position the length and breadth, the 
beauty and sweep of his noble pussession.

SERIOUS ILLNESS OF THE GREAT LEADER 
OF THE MAGYaARS 


His Life-Long Battle Against Austrian 
Oppression—The Visit to America in 
1851—For Years He Has Livea in Yol- 
untary Banishment at Turin—Now 91 
Years Old. 


VIENNA, Nov. 24.—Louls Kossuth, the Hun- 
Barian patriot, is seriously ui at Turia with 
an infamed throat. He has been ordered to 
keep to his bed. At his advanced age (he has 
completed his 9ist year), it is feared that he 
cannot recover, 


In America as wellasin Hungary Kossuth 
is ranked as one of tne Grand Old Men’’ of 
the world. Ever since his voluntary exile 
from his native land he has lived at his quiet 
home in Turin almost in hermit, fashion. 
Yet from time to time his vigorous mind has 
sent ringlog messages out to the world, and 
his name is still one to conjure with in Hun. 
gary. Indeed, upon him still hinge some of 
the dominant issues in the politics of that 
kingdom. Many Americans must still re. 
member his warm welcome to that country 
when he so eloquently pleaded, Hungary’s 
Cause in 1851. 

While known as a Magyar of the Magyar’s 
Kossuth was a Croat, born on April 27, 1802, 
at Monok, of a Oroatian family, seventeen 
members of which between 1527 and 1715 had 
been prosecuted for high treason by the 
Austrian Government. No wonder, then, 
that he became a foe of that power. The 
conflict began when he was 30 years old, at 
which time he was sent tothe Diet at Pres- 
burg as substitute for an abstnt magnate. He 
took a leading part in the defense of prison- 
ers prosecuted at that time for political ot - 
fenses. His activity was great, and it is sald 
that when much occupled he allowed himself 
only three hours’ sleep out of the twenty- 
four. The majority of the counties were 
aroused against the illegalities of this Royal 
Court of Justice, but naturally he was not per- 
mitted to goon. He was arrested in 1837 and 
sentenced in 1838 to three years’ imprisop- 
ment, during a part of which he was cut off 
from all communication with his friends, 
and was denied the use of pen and ink, and 
even of books. 

In May, 1840, Kossuth was liberated bya 
generalamnesty. The Diet had become re- 
fractory. To Austria, needing an increasé 
of her military establisnment, a levy of 
18,000 Hungarian troops was refused, and 
Metternich finally resolved upon a policy of 
conciliation, and the prison doors were 
opened to Kossuth, He came out with shat- 
tered health, but with an indomitabie spirit. 

In 1847 Kossuth was returned tothe Diet 
for the County of Pesth, being strongly sup- 
ported by Count Louls Batthyany!, and soon 
as an orator and debater he made his in- 
fluence feit. 

Then came the great work of his life—first 
as a champion of the common 222 against 
the nobility of Hungary itself, and then as 
the leader ofall Hungary against the tyran- 
ny of Austria, It was in the fall of 1848 that 
Austrian injustice finally drove Hungary to 
declare its independence and to make Kos- 
suth its Governor or President. A desperate 
war followed. Russia came to the aid of 
Austria. The Hungarians were crushed and 
a fled to the ‘urkish Empire for 
safety. 

Doubtless the exiled leader, in response to 
the demands and threats of Austria and 
Russia, would have been surrendered by 
Turkey, to be put to death. But England 
and America intervened in his behalf, and 
his safety was thus secured. And presently 
the United States Government sent its steam 
frigate Mississippito bring himto America 
as the Nation’s guest. 

It was on September 1, 1851. that Kossuth 
and his comrades in exile set out on horse- 
back and in wagons from Kutaiah, in Turkey, 
on their way to a land of liberty. On the 
10th they reached the shore of the Dardanelles 
nnd there were received on board the Missis- 
sippi with all the honors due to the Nation's 
guest. Next day they weighed anchor 
and started for the West amid the 
salutes of the surrounding Turkish feet. 
At Smyrna, Syra, Spezzia and other 
ports marked honors were paid to them. On 
arriving at Marseilles Kossuth asked to go 
through France as fast as the most rapid 
mode of travel would take them. This re- 
quest was telegraphed to Paris and a flat de- 
Everybody was sur- 
prised; the ple were greatly excited; 
they serrounded the frigate, as she lay in 
the new harbor, in myriads, singing the Mar- 
seillaise and other republican songs, cheerin 
the United States, aring the Stars an 
Stripes surmounted by a wreath of immor- 
telles, and in every way testifying their joy 
that the exiles were under the protection of 
a nation that was in fact as well as in name 
a republic. Kossuth did and said very little 
under the circumstances; he acknowledged 
these complimentsasa man should do, ex- 
pressed his undying love for his own country 
and his sympathy with freedom everywhere. 

Since the Prince- President Louis Napoleon, 
who was even then planning the infamous 
coup d'etat, feared to let the champion of 
liberty pass through France, the journey was 
continued by water to Gibraltar. Thence he 
wenton to England in an English steamer 
and made a tour through that country, be- 
ing received with tremendous pular en- 
thusiasm everywhere, And finally” on Dec. 
5, he reached New York on the steamer Hum- 
boldt and was welcomed with imposing 
144 

8 famous patriot visited eve reat city 
in the Union, and everywhere he was greeted 
with the plaudits of the people. 

Kossuth returned to Burepe in 1852, and 
spent many years in traveling about, lectur- 
ing and working in various ways for the 
Hungarian cause. In 1889 he hoped to get 
France to fight Austria, and thus give Hun- 
gary a Chance to rise again; but in this he 
was disappointed. As late as 1966, when 
Austria and Prussia were at war, he strove 
to perruade the Hungarians to repudiate 
the compromise with Austria which 
Deak had effected; but’ in vain, 
Then he settled down at ‘Turin, Italy, to 
spend the remainder of his life in exile. He 
never would return to Hungary, though often 
Invited todo so, and even elected several 
times toa * in — Hungarian Parliament.

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TWELFTH STREET BOULEVARD. 


Brief Outline of the Plan Proposed for 
the Great Square. 

The accompanying sketch is one of a plan 
forthe improvement of Twelfth street asa 
boulevard, prepared after a careful study by 
the well-known architectural firm of Stew- 
art, McClure & Mullgardt. 


The picture is not Intended to represent an 
exact or settled pian, but to embody tn sug- 
gestive formthe general idea of the pro- 
posed improvement. Ihe idea is one that 
bas been persistently set forth in the columns 
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of the Post-DIsPATCH and now that the 
property owners in the district, and the city 
officials have awakened to tne grand oppor: 
tunity Twelfth street affords St. Louis to 
construct at compartively 

expense aA boulevard which

THE AUSTIN MYSTERY. 

Those who hold to the theory thata crazed 
brain guided the hend that committed the 
Denison crimes aptly recall what has been 
referred to above and gone into Texas crim- 


inal lore as the Austin Mystery, the series 
of the horrible butcherites atthe Texas cap- 
ital in 1885. 

So far there has never beena clew tothe 
perpetraters of these crimes, which have 
only been rivaled by the work of London's 
Whitechapel monster. There never was an 
expleration of them, except that they were 
the work of one man, and hea maniac. The 
Austin series began on one Christmas eve 
and closed witha doubie tragedy on the eve 
of the next sacred natadl day. The first vic- 
tim was Mary Smith, a colored woman. 
Her body was found inthe yard of her house 
on Christmas morning. It was frightfully 
mutilated. It wasa bright moonlight hight 
when the murder was committed, and the 
assassin seemed to have taken abundance 
of time for his work. His footsteps were 
traced here and there about the yard as it he 
had lingered there. Deliberation was 
marked at every point, and with no slight 
effort at concealment, It seemed incredible 
that no clew was left leading to the guilty 
one. Explanation came easy enough. It 
was a discarded lover, the general opinion 
agreed, who had done the deed, and there 
was not much talk about it. 


AGAIN AT WORK. 

But on the night of May 1885, Lizzie 
Shelley, another colored servant, was killed 
in precisely the same fashion, It was a 
brigh€ moonlight night, as before. There 
wasthe same dragging out of the victim 
from her bed to the open air, then the gash- 
ing and slashing with some instrument of 


the hatchet pe—not a mere killing or 
forcing into insensibility, but a repeated 
use of the weapon, as though the ruffian 
found delight in hearing the thud upon the 
bone and flesh — Py victim,

Sept. was the 
date of the next bloody act. Again the scene 
wasa negro cabin, this time occupied by four 
people—Mrs. Gacie Vance, Orange Washing 
ton, Lueinda Boody and Patsy Gibson, two 
mulatto girls. There were two apartments. 
In one the murderer beat the girls into in- 
sensibility, apparently with a sand bag. The 
man was hammered into insensibility and 
died the next morning. while Mrs. Vance 
was dragged out of the cabin through a win- 
dow, taken along the road some eighty feet 
and there, after assault, had her brains 
beaten out. A stone club was the weapon of 
murder in this case, and the hatchet or 
heavy cleaver seemed to have been left at 
home. In the lifeless fingers of Gracie Vance 
was a bit of watch chain with brokon ¢rys- 
tal, but even this carelessly left piece of evi- 
dence did not serve to lead to the detection 
of the criminal. 

October brought the next one of the list. It 
was another colored woman, Alice Davis, 
and, she too, was dragged from a bed in her 
cabin, taken some distance away, assaulted 
and then hacked up far past the limit of or- 
dinary killing. A whirlwind of doubt and 
dread swept over thecity, Whites and blacks 
alike were in terror, but especially the lat- 
ter, whose superstitious fear was at times 
most pitiful to see. 

THE LAST BUTCHERY. 

The last and bloodiest of the awful series 
wason Christmas eve, 1885. Mrs, Hancock 
and her husband lived ina pretty cottage in 
one of the quiet streets of Austin. He wasa 
mechanic of good standing, a white man. 
Hearing a slight noise on that night, he went 


to his wife’s apartment, He found the bed 
empty and gory. The trail of blood was 
short and fresh. It ran to the yard and 
there on the ground, welteringin her blood 
and gasping, lay the wife, with two hatchet 
wounds in the head, 88 dead, but beaten 
into insensibility. She died the next morn- 
ing. There was the bright moonlight as be- 
fore, the apparent invitation to detection. 
But the murder of one white woman was not 
the whole record of that Christmas eve. 
After midnight Mr. James Pnillip heard 
groaning in lower room of nis 
house. The room whence the 
sounds came was occupied by a 
married son, together with his wife and in- 
fant boy. The young man lay groaning upon 
the bed, gashed into the brain above the right 
ear with the familiar hatchet mark. ‘ihe 
sleeping child had its garments saturated 
with the blood of its parents. The mother 
was absent, but there was the open tell-tale 
trail leading out into the yard and there the 
nude body of Mrs. Phillips lay, assaulted, 
with the skull cleft almost in two by a blow 
dealt upon the forehead. A log had been 
lifted and flung across the chest. There had 
been no outcry, nor the least sound or appeal 
, nothing until the Pe awakened 
father heard the groaning of his son and hur- 
ried down to the ghastly spectacle. 
The bloodhounds came in on Christmas 
morning, took up both trafls, only to follow

latest trust is.the combination be- 
tween the syndicate and anti-syndicate 
brewers, by which they have mutually 
agreed not to take one another’s customers. 
This new agreement, claimed to have 
been reached shortly after the close 
of the beer war, is an ef- 
fective weapon against any boycott 
and at the same time a hardship upon every 
saloon-keeper in the city. Heretofore, ifa 
man paid his beer bills and was considered a 
good customer, he was sought after by all 
brewerles, and he could change his beer 
whenever he liked, or in accordance with the 
likes or dislikes of his patrons. Now, if his 
patrons refuse to drink the beer he 
furnishes them, he cannot furnish them 
another unless the brewer who is 


selling him beer is willing that he shall quit 
being his customerand transfer his patron- 
age. Ifthe man, however, moves out of the 
saloon and goes to another saloon he is forced 
to Keep the beer previously sold in the corner 
which he reopens. The man who rents the 
corner he has leftis forced to keep the beer 
which was formerly sold there. In other 
words, each brewer now claims as his ex- 
clusive territory every corner where 
his beer is at present sold, 
and no matter who runs the saloon the beer 
is Inst the same. 

Frank Teipel of 1625 North Nineteenth 
street is the owner of a building on the 
northeast corner of Fifteenth and Clinton 
streets. About two months ago on the cor- 
ner was a prosperous saloon selling Obert’s 
beer. The beer was boycotted and the 
proprietor lost money until about a month 
ago he triéd to get another beer, 
but failed on account of the 
rule of the brewerles. The man then moved 
to another corner, where he could get a beer 
which was not boycotted. Three men have 
been anxious to rent the corner, but will not 
because they will be compelled to keep 
Obert’f beer if they do. Mr. Teipel has lost 
his rent and is now considering the 
quesflon whether to sue the brewery, 
whichis keeping him out of his rents, 
Secretary Stock of thé St. Louis Brewing 
Association when spoken to about the case 
said that it was an unusual phase when the 
landiord lost his rent, but that there was no 
law to make a map send beer toa place where 
he did not want. He however states that the 
matter would be looked into and ur. rt 
would probably find atenant or release the 
corner. Mr. Stoek admitted the combination 
of the brewers with defined territoriai rights 
1 comers, and considers it a good 
thing.

ACCUSED HIM OF SHIFTING RESPONSI- 
BILITY TO THE CABINET. 


Full Story of ths Attempts Mads by Phy- 
sicians and Others Who Beli+ved 
Guiteau Insane to Secure a Stay of 
Exeouti on—Its Failure Oaused Mani-~ 
acal Raving From Guiteau—Romance 
in the Assassin's Life—Rév. Dr.|Hicks’ 
Revelations of Unwritten History. 


The third instalment of the thrilling story 
of the last days of Chas. J, Guiteau, assassin 
of President Garfield, now being told by Rev. 
W. W. Hicks, his spiritual adviser, for the 
first time, is givento-day. It tells of the at - 
tempts toward securing a reprieve for 
Guiteau; of the appeals made to 
President Arthur vy many physi- 
clans who believed Guiteau to be hope- 
lessly Insane, and also of Cabinet 
action on the matter. When the reprieve 


Clara Augusta Davis, Guiteau's Sweetheart. 
was refused, Guiteau’s curses on President 
Arthur’s head were deep and fervent. He 
called the President a Pilate who, profiting 
by his, Guiteau’s, murderous deed, shifted 
the responsibility for the execution tothe 
shoulders of his Cabinet. <A giimpse of a 
love-story in Guiteau’s life is also given, and. 
altogether, the narrative to-day is a thrill- 
ing one. 

About this time (June 22-25) the exciterent 
in Washington, and indeed all over the land, 
was very great. The gentlemen of the press 
located at the capital, and those who were 
then in the capacity of special correspon- 
dents from all parts—inciuding Canada— 
contributed largely tothis feverish state of 
the public mind. Rumors of allkinds were 


rife. It was thought that a great movement 
was on foot to cheat the gallows, and it 
was boldly asserted that desperate measures 
would probably be resortedto for that pur- 
30. 
I was of course the target for much of this 
and daily I was deluged with letters and 
calling my attention to the 


a number of eminent persons—physicians, 
ientists, public men and humanitarians of 


‘ all degrees—but the list did not include, so 


far as I know, the name of a single Christian 
minister. 

Chief among those who thus labored and 
who were promptly granted audiences by 
the President were Dr. George M. Beard of 
New York aud Dr. W. W. Godding of Wash- 
ington. 

Dr. Beard represented a number of learned 
societies, medical and legal, and alienists of 
this country and of the world, while Dr. 
Godding, whose prominence as a physician 
and as Superintendent of the Government 
Hospital forthe Insane at the Capital City 
gave great weight tothe movement, and his 
name was a tower of strength to its promot. 
ers, he being pronounced in his conviction of 
Guiteau’s insanity. Miss A. A. Chevaliier of 
Boston was also very active in the cause and 
presented a petition to the President. 

On the morning of June 22 Dr. Beard and 
Miss Chevallier explained the purpose of 
their visit. They desired me to introduce 
them to Gen. Brewster and secure an 
audience with the President. 


BEFORE THE PRESIDENT. 

We lost no time in arranging for an inter - 
view with the President. He willingly com- 
plied with the request and desired me to in- 
troduce Drs. Beard and Codding and Miss 
Chevallier—as soon after 1 o’clock as possibie 
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John Guiteau.

ALONE WITH THE PRESIDENT. 

Ihad just reached home when the well- 
known face of the President’s valet ap- 
peared at my door. ‘‘The President wishes 
to see you, doctor, before 5 o’clock, if con- 
venient,’’ Albert said; and 1 requested him 
to inform the President that I would attend 


promptly. 

1 found the President in conference with 
Mr. W. E, Chandler on my arrival, but in a few 
minutes Mr. Chandler retired and we were 
alone. 

Our conversation lasted until after the 
Cabinet had assembled. I told the President 
what had passe’ between Mr. Brewster and 
me earlier inthe day, and he sald the Gen- 
eral bad spoken to him about it. 

His conversation with Mr. Brewster was of 
buta few minutes’ duration, he said, and 
the Attorney-General had expressed the wish 
to see me at 9:30 to-night, by which time he 
would probably be ready to give me the de- 
cision on the petition of the allenists. 

The President now desired me to go over, 
as nearly asI could from memory, portions 
of my conversation with Guiteau, and es- 
pecially to give my impressions of his moral 
and mental condition, just as I would if I 
were telling it to my closest friend in confi- 
dence. Iendeavored to do so with fidelity, 
and during my reeital the President exhib- 
ited at times great feeling, walking the floor 
and surpressing with dimculty his emotions, 

It was nearly 10 o’clock when I called on 
Gen. Brewster, who was busy at hisdesk. He 
received me most cordially and said: 1 
know what you want, my friend, and why 
you call at this hour, but I am not ready. 
Please call at 10 o' clock to-morrow, before 
you go tothe prisoner, and 1 will then give 
you the decision.’’ 

I felt that the decision was made and that 
it was against the prisoner, 

THE REPRIEVE REFUSED. 

On this morning, at 9:30, I called at the De- 
partment ef Public Justice and was at once 
admitted tothe presence of Gen. Brewster. 
Mr. Brewster at once, after the usual greet - 


ing, said: 

„J am deputed by the President of the 
United States and his Cabinet to inform you 
that, after full consideration of the appeal 
and petition of Dr. Beard and others and of 
Mr. Reed, the prisoner’s counsel, fora stay 
of execution in the Guiteau case, the appli- 
cation and request are denied. He will cer- 
tainlyive hanged next Friday, if he lives till 
then.

and which afforded him great satisfaction. 
The writer of these letters claimed to be the 
daughter ofa distinguished New York law- 
yer, and the letters show uncommon literary 
ability. tj 
LETTERS FROM A WOMAN. 

I know that they greatly encouraged and 
affected Guiteau,and speaking of them to me 
on several occasions he called my attention 


to many fine passages. He replied to his fair 
correspondent, as will be seen from the fol- 
lowing extract from her letter, dated Jan. 
20, 1884—a letter that Guiteau knew by heart: 


Your last two letters, 1 respectively 
the 13th and 17th inst. (whieh for some inexplica- 
ble cause were delivered simultaneousiy), were de- 
livered to me by my brother yesterday morning. I 
would have replied at once, but 1 could not compose 
my mind sufficientiy to do so. Pleased, thankful, 
as I was to receive your letters. I cannot, even yet, 
tell whether they gave me more pleasure or pain. 

Asl read the latest, penned in jail. giving expres- 
sion tothe noble sentiments, inspirations and hopes 
animating your bosom, my heart swelled with sym- 

athetic rapture; whenl arrived at the end of the 
Aeraarapd, when Il came to your observations on the 
realities of your situation, l seemingly feilt, as a cold 
perspiration burst from my forehead, the frigid 
touch of prison walls and heard the clanging of 
bolts andchains. Oh, my peor friend, how can you, 
in such surroundings, so see ot | indulge antici- 

ations of justice? I own that this faith, this su- 

lime faith, in obe sense pleases me. To my mind 
it is irrefragible evidence that you sincerely believe 
in your claim of inspiration. 

But, my dear friend, is it wise that you should so 
contideatly look forward to life and liberty? God 
knows I would not have you give way te disappoint- 
mentand despair, would mot have you cower to 


cry: 
“Mine after-life! Whatis mine after-life? 
My day is closed! The gloom of night is come! 
A . darkness setties oer my fate!“ 

No; I would have you held 30 commerce with 
despair. I would have you hope, and draw from 
that celestia' —— all the comfort and strength 
that the consciousness of innocence will reasonably 
justify one, persecuted by popular malice and the 
utmost 4 — of governing peliticians.

We Jiscussed the prayer, after he had read 
it in a declamatory style, for some time, 
criticising and condensing Its language and 
Spirit in some portions, he defending both 
with great tenacity and excitement. He pro- 
posed to end life with a curse on his lips, and 
I pointed out to him that such an end would 
certainly give the lie to all his strenuous 
claims for himself and rob him of any sym- 
pathy humanity might feel towards him. It 
was a horrible thing to contemplate, I ar- 
gued, and would prove one of two things, 
either that he was stark mad or the most de- 
praved creature on earth, 

Without betraying either annoyance or the 
Slightest responsive emotion he quietly 
stroked my hair and said: 

How can Lask God to foraive them when 
I know that he will notand cannot? I shall 
be acting a part in the hour of death. 

I said: ‘*Well, Charlie, you said awhile 
since that you bad been studying the crucli- 
Axion of Christ,and you had much to say 
about his submission to the pains of death in 
behalf of the world, and you found that there 
was kinship between you. He made a prayer 
also while hanging on the cross; do you re- 
member it?’’ 

Thinking awhile he brightened up and 
said: ‘‘I will do this, and it is the very dest 
Jean do at this time; IWIIIl say. And now 
I.go to Thee and the Savior without the 
slightest ill-will towards a human being. 

And he did. 


THE END APPROACHING. 

This morning (June 26) Dr. Godding, Miss 
Chevallier, Mr Reed and Mr. John W, 
Guiteau, the prisoner’s brother, called at my 
house to talk over the situation and the con- 
dition of the condemned. 

On reaching the jail I found Guiteau labor - 
ing under much excitement, although en. 
gaged in reading the Scriptures. His talk, 
forawhile was incoherent and more than 
usually rambling. He was still leaning with 
hope upon the President's purpose to inter- 
fere with the execution. of the law. but 
affirming his readiness to submit in five 
minutes’ time. 

A NEW INSPIRATION. 

„ had a new inspiration last night,’’ he 
continued, and [think it will work. It is 
for Gen. Crocker to go to Baltimore on Friday 
morning and remain there untl the hour 
fixed for my execution is passed. 

If Lam altve at 2 o’clock p. m. on Friday 
they cannot hang me without a new sentence 


and a new death warrant, and that will give 
me six months. 

**] desire you to consult Reed, and you and 
he can work on Crocker to carry out my 
plans. 

Isuggested difficulties, but he would not 
listen tome. He said, no power can hang 
me in the absence of Crocker, Who is Warden 
and legal executioner in one person, and he 
cannot do soafter2 o'clock on Friday.

Recent Lit gation Reveals a St. Louis 
Miser’s Story. 


ARCHBISHOP KENRICK’S TROUBLE 
THROUGH THORNTON'S WILL. 


— — 


The Old Money Lender Hid His Wealth in 

Potato Barrels and Attempted Suicide 

| After Making a Bad Trade—His Be- 
\queste to Many Local Churches. 


Wno was John Thornton? The recent pub- 
lication in the Post-Dispatcu of the story of 
Archbishop Kenrick’s non-compliance with 
an order of the Circuit Court, incident to the 
trustee ship for the estate of John Thornton, 
gave rise to inquiries as tothe identity of 
Thornton. People who were in business in 
the past generation remembered Thornton as 
an old miser who amassed a fortune in 
personal property which now would have 
the power ofa million dollars. But younger 
men never knew John Thornton, and they 
will read with interest a few incidents of his 
eccentric career, Thornton and his wealth 
have become the jest of fame. 
one tangible memento of them 
is a dusty packet of documents 
hidden in a forgotten box in the morgue of 
the rich, the Probate Clerk’s o mes. 

Thornton died an old bachelor in 
December, 1857, at the Mullanphy Hospital, 
then located at Fourth and Spruce streets. 
For over twenty-five years he had been a 
money lender on a scale which would put to 
shame the Shylocks of to-day. Yet 
he had lit tie faith in danks and 
never classed himself as a banker. For many 
years he kept at the business which gave 
him his start,a small grogshop at the north- 
east corner of Third and Locust. Thornton 
was not a man of culture, buthe had a head 
for business and for thesafe placement of 
money, which in time brought to his coffers 
about $200,000. 

HE WAS A MISER. 

By all accounts he was as great a miger as 
he was a money lender. It is said of him that, 
anxious to save the price of fuel, he used to 
to abandon his little shop in cold weather, 
and warm himself in the St. Louis Fire com- 
pany's engine-house across the street, 
One day he met a real estate man 
and asked him how property’ was selling. 
The dealer in reality held out to hima pleas- 
ing prospect and tkeolda fellow explained 
that he had thoughts of building a home if 
he had the money, a remark that disgusted 
the real estate man, mindful of Thornton’s 
reported wealth, He held very littie real es- 
tate, keeping his fortune close reefed 
in the form of personal propert 
amply secured against financial flurries an 
squalis. It is said of him by men who knew 
him well that his principal reason for not 
owning realty was to escape the Assessor. 

In those days a man could not be sued for 
the non-payment of taxes on personal prop- 
erty, and if de did not like the Assess- 
or’s estimate of his wealth, he refused 
to pay the amount of taxes demanded. 
Thornton’s suspicion of banks almost cost 
him a goodly sum on one occasion. The 
story goes that he used to secrete his money 
in barrels of potatoes, in which he used to 
dealona small scale. Oneday he sold a 
barrel in which was hidden several thousand 


dollars, but he reached the boat in time to 
recover his treasure. 


HE ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 

He worshiped gold and he well nigh made 
himself a sacrifice to his god, for one day in 
a fit of despondency at a supposed defeat in 
a land speculation he cut his throat. He 


did not dle of the wound, but he never com- 
pletely recovered from its effects. He was 
taken to the home of a friend named McTighe 
and aiterward was sent to the Mullanphy 
Hospital, then at Fourth and Spruce streets, 
where he was tenderly nursed and givena 
new lease of life of several months’ duration. 
He remained at the hospital after his recov- 
ery and there continued to transact his busi- 
ness. 

The reason for his attempted suicide is va- 
riously explained. One account has it that 
he took an option on a plece of property, and 
went to the owner to close the deal. 
But in the meanwhile the owner received a 
better offer and disposed of the property to 
the great disappointment of Thornton. The 
more probable story is that he sold the prop- 
erty at Third and Locust streets, where he 
kept his tap-house, toa man named Vogel, 
who drove so smart a bargain with Thorn- 
ton that people said he had been victimized, 
The thought of his loss drove him to at- 
temped self-destruction, 


THORNTON’S REMARKABLE WILL. 

The most remarkable event of his life was 
his will by which he gave all of his wealth 
to charity and religion. The instrument was 
drawn Dec, 10, 1857, and was probated Dec. 
23 0f the same year. Archbishop Kenrick, 


John Mitchell and Edward Walsh were 
appointed trustees. To the chil- 
dren of dis brother, Patrick Thorn- 
ton, he left $60,000, of which 
$.0,000 went to John and $10,000 each to 
Nicholas, Margaret, Anna and Catharine. 
This money the trustees were directed to in- 
vest in loans upon real estate of twice the 
assessed value of the amount invested. The 
trustees were to pay the interest on the 
money to the legatees semi-annually, and in 
the eveat of their death to their chi- 
dren. If the legatees had no chbil- 
dren they were allowed the rivile 
of disposing of the inheritance by will, 
Thornton set aside $53,000 for beneficent pur- 
poses as follows: $8,000 to the St. Louis Hos- 
pital Association, $2,000to the Male Orphan 
Asylum at Fifteenth street and Clark avenue,

AN OPTICAL ILLUSION. 


Curious Mosaic Wall of a Gallo- 
Roman Temple. 

Written tor the SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcuH. 
ne constriction of the observatory on the 
Puy-de-Dome in the 70’s led to the discovery 
of ah enormous temple. The coins, pieces 
Of pottery and other fragments which were 
feund in vast numbers in the ruins them- 
selves apd inthe surrounding soil, fixed the 
time of the building of the temple at the Gal- 
lo-Roman period, 


Inthe midst of these ruins in that part 
which evidently was set asice as the sanctum 
stands on a basementasmall vertical wall 
é4feethiah by 512 feet long, the stones of 
which, diminutive bat well proportioned, 
form a perfect mosaic. Part of these stones 
are of white dolomite, the others of porous 
lava, nearly black. The two colors alternate 
in every layer, and the layers are so dis- 
posed that the joints of the stonespf one layer 
correspond with the center of t stones of 
the two layers on either side of the former. 

This curious mosaic constitutes one of 
Zoellner’s figures, viz.: Parallel lines inter- 
sected by inclining oblique lines running 
counter to each other. The old Gallo- Roman 
wall produces the same optical {llusion as the 
Zoellner figure. When viewed froma certain 
distance the horizontal layers lose the paral- 
ſel aspect ald seem to converge toward the 
ingles formed by the serial of consecutive

The study of the vision of lower animals, 
saysthe Popular Science Monthly, has not yet 
deen able to determine whether that sense 
is properly developed in these creatures.

PECULIAR ILLUSION. 


A Scene ben Nature Reproduced on the 
Retina. 

The unusual and unwonted in human his- 
tory is always interesting, even if its ex- 
planation be not invariably forthcoming. 
Whenever I read of anything of the kind ex- 
perienced by an accurate observer, I hope for 
the explanation of some phenomena or other 
which, in the hands of superstitious people, 
pass muster for reyelations ofthe mystical, 
weird, and supernatural side of things. 
Here is a case to-wit. Prof. T. Vignoli, an 


Italian savant, relates that on July 3, after a 
railway journey, ina bright sun, and two 
days’ walk in very hot weather, he wasina 
room in company with others. Hts eyes fell 
on 4 baleony of trellis-work and ivy brightly 
illuminated by the sun. In the balcony was a 
cage containing birds, and flowering creepers 
grew upright in columns, the columns being 
crossed by the balcony bars below, and by 
sticks above. 

Now, two days thereafter, while in perfect 
health, the professor awoke in the early 
mornine, the celling of his room, lit by 
the light coming through the venetian blinds 
oftwolarge windows, he saw a perfect re- 
production of the balcony and its flowers, 
colorsand all. The impression lasted long 
enough, itis sald, for him to look carefully 
atthe Image, which vanished when the pro- 
fessor closed his eyes, and reappeared on 
their being opened, In each eye the image 
of the balcony was represented, and, more 
curious still, a finger interposed between 
the eye and the celling intercepted 
the image, just as it would have 
shut off the visionofa real object external 
to the beholder. The cage of birds and its 
swinging movement was also reproduced. 
Rightly enough, it issaid, this was not a 
case of ordinary subjective vision—that is, of 
the projection from the retina of some image 
pegs from the brain. For in the or- 
dinary ilMision the coy remains present 
with us even ifthe eyes be closed. Is there, 
then, of optical illusion 

which brain and eye to.

wont the semblance of external 
reahty? It would seem to be so; only if any- 
body but a sober scientist had placed this 
incident on record, the mystics would at 
once have seen in the occurance a proof in- 
disputable of the transterente of sights from 
a distance, and the exerciseof a mytterious 
telepathic power. Asitis I suspect it isa 
case of mental photography, intensified, 
doubtless, by the hysical. conditions of 
brightness under which the scene was origi- 
nally viewed,

CURING ROUND SHOULDERS, 


Eimple Exercises Warranted ito Remedy 
the Defect. 


The Boston Herald recommends the follow- 
ing simple exercises for curing any but the 
severest cases of round shoulders. 1. Raise 
arms before you shoulder high, extend arms 
sidewise, throw head back, straighten head, 
move arms forward, lower arms; repeat ten 
times. 2. Stand erect, raise arms before 
you, rise on tiptoes, then throw arms as far 


backward as possible, sink again on heels 
and drop arms to side; repeat ten times. 
8. Ralse arms with elbow bent shoulder high, 
n palms together in front of face; 
then with e!bows still bent swing both arms 
vigorously backward as far as possible even 
with the shoulders, palms looking forward. 
This should be repeated several times, but as 
the rosition is somewhat fatiguing, rest or 
change of exercise may be made between 
movements, 

Another simple movement, designed to 
bring abouta correct sition of the shoul 
der-blades, consists of holding a cane or 
wand in both bands, throwing the head back 
and carrying the stick from above the head 
back and down the hips.’’

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The Geomaxnetizer Applies Electricity to 
the Bolland Causes Rapid Growth. 


Written for the SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

Electricity has been utilized in France by 
Brother Paulin in the promotion of the 
growth of vegetables and vines with decided 
success, Itis notthe electricity of the dy- 
namo and battery that has done the work, 
but nature’s own. 

A French paper, according toan article 
translated by the Scientific -American, gives 
particulars regarding this very promising 
discovery. The electricity is obtained by 
erecting a resinous pole forty or sixty feet in 
height, and higher, if possible, suppcrting 
an insulated gaivanized tron rod terminating 
at the top in five branches of copper. At the 
bottom this collector of electricity commun 
cates with a system or iron wires, spaced six 
feet apart, which distributes the fecundating 
fluid throughout the whole extent of arable 
soll to be ſafluenced. 


The Fertilizer. 


In the accompanying picture the ¢A4nduct- 
ing Wires are shown upon the surface of the 
earth inorder to showtheir arrangement, 
In reality they are buried at such a depth as 
not to interfere with the work of culture. 
Such an insulation will last for several 
years. A height of 50 feet is suitable for 
thirty acres. N 

The Montbrison Society of Agriculture has 
decreed Brother Paulin a silver medal on ac- 
count of his invention. A commissioner of 
the society reports as follows: A geomag- 
netizer 28 feet in height made its influence 
felt over a superficies of 65 feet radius, In 
this part of the ground the potato stalks, of 
extraordinary size and vegetation, have, up 
to this day (Sept. 23,) preserved a verdure 
which perceptibly contrasts with the neigh- 
boring portions.

Istherea 
decomposition of air and fixation of nitrogen 
inthearth, or does the fluid act simply by 
rendering more rapidly and perfectly assim- 
able the usual materials contained in the 
soll and manure? These are so many prob- 
lems to be solved,

Chioralamide is incompatibie with alkalies 
and is soluble in about 1 in twenty of water. 
This combination is particularly valuable in 
frequent cases of sea-sickness accompanied 
by insomnia, and does not interfere with the 
digestion or temperature. Dr. Johnson of 
the Cunarder Aurania has prescribed it fre- 
quently with excellent results. 

Where there is pallor, faintness and more 
or less tendency to collapse, as in some 
severe-cases, great relief is obtained by the 
use of nitro glycerine tablets. These tablets 
have the nitro glycerine in solution in choco- 
late in a perfectly safe, stable, portable and 
palatable form. Tablets of 1-200 of a grain 
are a sufficient dose to ward off sea sickness,

Peasantry.

Loxpox, Nov, 11.—Among the characteris- 
tic roadside scenes of Norway the ‘‘sta- 
tions’’ where carrioles and ponies are 
changed, seem to have the keenest interest 
to the thousands of tourists Wo madly rush 
inthe brief summer months through this 
grandly beautiful northern land. ere is 
nothing quite like them in any other coun- 
try. They serve the purpose ot relay es- 
tablishments, as did the old roadside inns of 
old England and New England half a cen- 
tury and more ago; you can find a bed and 
food behind their curious wooden walls, be- 
cause the Government compels their pro- 
prietors or masters to furnish the same, bat 
there the similarity ends. 

Not a single feature of the bustle, cheer!- 
ness and activity of the old coaching days Is 
here. There is no ringing post-horn to plerce 
the gorges and valleys with its musical 
echoes. No ‘‘whip’ sends his smoking four- 
in-hand alongside the welcoming inn at a 
mad gallop, or bandies eloquent phrases with 
ruddy barmaids. No rubicund landlord or 
sleek hostess beams upon you as you arrive, 
or sends cheery farewells after you as you 
depart. Seen from a distance they seem as 
gray, bleak and scraggy as an eagie’s nest 
among thecrags. When you have reached 
them and come to Know them, the grave, 
gray, lonely and colorless tones still prevail 
on every hand. 
ness, threading ever-changing and sublime 
desolation, are the structures and inmates of 
the roadside travelers’ ‘‘stations’*’ of Nor- 
way. 1 

These stations are good and bad, luxurious 
and repulsive, hearty or hopeless, asis true 
of wayside inns in all countries; and range 
in prestige and comfort from the noted 
Toftemoen of Gudbrandsdal to those villain- 
ous station. cavgg of gloom like Storsveen 
and Vetti Farm. Toftemoen is a huge, 
rambling gaard or farm house and station 
combined. It is one of the most ancient 
homes in Norway, and is even renowed in the 
Sagas. Its proprietor is not only station 
master, providing travelers with entertain- 
mentinreturn for Government exemption 
from taxes,but a wealthy landed proprietor, 
and, whatis of more account in Norway,a 
lineal descendant of the first King of Nor- 
way, Harold Haarfager. Consequently he Is 
of mythological descent; for did not good 
Harold claim his lineage from Odin, the true 
Hercules of Northland? 

This quaint old place has many huge, pan- 
eled rooms, filled with ancient cabinets con- 
taining priceless Scandinavian relics; and 
there is more solid silver in Toftemoen 
station than in the homeof any American 
money -king, or in richest English princely 
house, The late King of Norway and Sweden 
tarried here for entertainment when on his 
way to his coronation at Throndhjem. The 
testy little station master not only insisted on 
sitting at table with tie King, as became his 
own royal descent, but when the King sug- 
gested that his silver be unpacked to provide 
proper table service, this royal station- 
keeper brusquely informed him that his own 
silver would serve not only forthat occasion, 
but fora much larger party than any Norse 
King had ever traveled with. Aud so it did, 
to the amazement of the noble guests and to 
all Norway ever after. The members of the 
humble, yet royal house of Tofte, have never 
married outside of their own family; and are 

radually becoming mental and physical 
reaks; but to-remainaday ortwoat their 
half castie, half inn, and observe their antics 
as hostler and royalty combined, is to possess 
an experience hardly securable outside of 
Norway. 

The stations at Storsveen and Vetti Farm 
are little more than rough, long rooms, upon 
which open kitchen hovéels, their dirt floors 
usually strown with smalltufts of spruce or 
pine, Ne huge chimney- corners as 
large as the kitchens themselves. At one side 
of the long room is something better thana 
shed, where are narrow bunks, You will get 
sheepskins for coverlids, black bread, blacker 
coffee and goat’s cheese for food at such 
stations at Storsveen and at Vetti Farm. The 
latter station is really the starting point 
from which the wondrous Vetti fos or water- 
fall of Vetti is reached after a two hours’ 
journey. It is little more than a hut. There 
are two or three coid storage boxes of sleep - 
ing rooms. You must perform your tollet in 
the common room, and the food ig no better 
than you may secure at the lowlest peas- 
ant’shome. For comfort these and the like 
are really surpassed atthe shebeens of Don- 
egal and Connemara in Ireland or atthe 
folkless stone huts along the way from Ca- 
— to the smoky rim of Etna's heights in 
Sicily. 

But the average station is fairly comfort- 
able. It must be bornein mind that it was 
never originally intended for an inn. Ag 
travel has increased in Norway, the Govern- 
ment has said to Jan Jansen or Olae Oleson, 
who was and still Isa bonder or landed pro- 
prietor alongside the national highways: 
**You shall entertain travelers and not im- 
pose upon them. Your gaard or farm shall 

enceforth be legally a station. You shall 
become its keeper or master. In cansidera 
tion of this (ff the conditions forbid profit) 
such a per cent of your taxes will be remit- 
ted; or (if it is a place which of necessity 
will secure revenue) you are to pay so much 
annually to the Government. Youshall pro- 
vide such a number of carrioles or stoll- 
carts, or both, and so many horses, and the 
legal charge to travelers for the same to the 
} stations, each way, shall de so much. You 
must be responsible for any harm coming to 
travelers either at y Station, or in yeur 
charge, while. posting irom your station to 
the next. If you break the law you shall be 
fined and imprisoned!“ 

So the roadside farm With its antiquated 
outbuildings has gradually developed into 
the station. The bonder, or farmer, or his 
eldest son has gone through the evolutions 
from the simplest and most primitive condi. 
tion of little more than lowly peasant life in 
Norwegian solitude to the vexatious life of 
still conducting his mountain and valley 
farm and maturing and 8 his crops in 
the brief Northern summer and, at the same 
time, caring for the hosts who flit dy him at 
breakneck speed in their efforts tp see all 
Norway in tlie self-same all too brief périod. 
Not too much should be expected from such 
characters and conditions. You are fairly 
sure of some things, and absolutely certain 
of others. 

One mae travel six, eight, ten, or even 
twelve miles through most majestic scenes of 
nature without sight of a singie living thing. 
Perhaps the only suggestion of life in the en- 
tire distance will be the tinkle of the cow- 
bells from the hidden vales among the moun- 
tain heights, where the living Huldres in 
utter loneliness care for their summer herds, 
Even this hint of life amid desolate grandeur 
reaches one burfened with an unutterable 
sense of dreary 
ing froma shadowy 
base of some prec! 
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more ancient pa 
es OF Englaha. Bat if this structure 
nt origin, it is still as gray and antique 
avpearance as all the rest. Behind this, 
or extending from its rear wall is the origl- 
nal farm- house, often or 300 years old 
thouxzh built of wood; although a ss of 
| patch-work in pine and thatching, witha 
cavernous chimney-top towering at one eon; 
her, the whole reminding you of the stone- 
built structures of the English lake district 
evincing generations of on-building and 
patching of additional house- room of all 
22 and shapes, and at every conceivable 
gle. 

One other structure to be often found at 
most of these stations is interesting from its 
uses. It is a bell-tower or belfry, in which Is 
placed a bell, and occasionally twoor three, 
tuough the latter never forma e 
bells are in common use on near 
wegian Fae where the bonder's 
lie ata long istance from the R 
bell is used for calling the farm-folk from the 
flelds or mountains, or to convey various 
orders and directions br intelligence to those 
absent from the farm house or station. In- 
deed it has all manner of uses. If the station- 
keeper is absent when travelers arrive and de- 
mand his attention, he is thus notified. The 
approach of the aréaded Lensmand or cir- 
cult-riding Constable, who is also a sort of 
& Magistrate, is thusheralded. People are 
brought by it from great distances in the 
mountains to merry- making. weddings or 
funerals. And often at ‘‘slow’’ stations, 
where the supply of horses and stoll-carts is 
almost always a matter of accommodation on 
the part of neighbors, who may live miles 
away in unseen nooks ain fe the station-

bell tolled in a certain jerky, peremptory 
manner by the master will bring pony and 
cart from invisible retreat far more speedily 
than feetest lad or even less effective bull - 
ing and bribes. a 

You are not ushered into, but you enter, a 
large, common room at these stations. here 
isthe bare floor; a round or a square deal 
table, perhaps possessing a cover, often 
strewn with guide books in all languages, 
and quite a selection of books, pamphiets 
and magazines left behind by travelers; and 
upon which also invariably lies the open day 
book, in which all complaints and praises 
are freely recorded; afew strong chairs; the 
horse- hair sofa which smiles a grim welcome 
to you in all lands, anda gaudily painted bu- 
reau or chest of drawers, which usually bears 
the name of the stationmaster’s wife and tbe 
date of her marriage. Thisistheentire far- 
nishing, but everything is winsomely ciean, 
and the window seats are agiow with plants 
and flowers. If you secure a single apart- 
ment in this more capacious portion of the 
station there will only be room enongh with- 
in to dispose of your scant luggage beneath 

our bed, and to disrobe while sitting upon 
tssharp, bunk-like edge; for your wash basin 
and soap will stand upon your single 
chair. Ifa party can occupy the same room, 
and all do not destre to retire at the same 
moment, a little more space for individual 
‘action may be secured. For myself I soon 
learned that away next the roof of these old 
inns there were cosy, roomy places with 
huge oid beds, though ascending and de- 
scending required the agility and precision 
of the hod-carrier’s step. 

Yous meals are taken in a comfortable 
ror containing only a long table, some 
st chairs and window ledges filled with 
fk sers. Good tea, poor coffee, fair butter, 
oceans of cream and milk, half a dozen 
varieties of cheese, and excellent bread, 
with an abundance of fresh eggs, are always 
to be had. There are wiid strawberries 
of wonderful sweetness and flavor, morn- 

noon and night. Fresh meat 
is a rarity at some stations, 
though haunches of mutton, hot or cold, 
are common; while at neariv all stations 
trout and salmon are provided to repletion. 
The entire establishment is simple, humble 
clean and good—witbout the element of good 
cheer. ‘The stationmaster’s wife is an over- 
worked body who plods and courtseys appar- 
ently the day and nightthrough. Her great 
blue eyes are grave, wondering and wearied 
to such degree that you fear she is about to 
burst into tears. 

There are two or three fiaxen-haired maid- 
ens who plod and duck their heads and are 
eternally shaking hands with you if you are 
kindly disposedor bestow the slightest gra- 
tulty. II it is an important station there is a 
porter, a shock - headed, tireless, smileless 
man- of-all- work, with a face ofthat leathery 
whiteness which comes from loss of sleep. 
The skydsguts or post- boys, the only ever 
merry - faced folk of Norway, sleep with the 
cattle, eat in the undiscoverable dungeon re- 
ome of the kitchen, and are endlessly danc- 

ng about the stations upon petty missions, 
providing the only enlivening spirit or spec- 
tacles from oneend of Norway to another, 

But if meager rest and entertainment are 
within these curious mountian eertes, what 
wondrous outlooks are lven from every 
flower-crowded window! fty peaks oem 
above the clouds in the upper sunligut. 
Tremendous precipices loom above smiling 
or blackened valleys. Measureless forests of 
eternal green stretch away to purple dis- 
tance. Kidges of frozen fjelds seem impass- 
able thresholds to worlds of unspeakable 
desolation, Fissures and gorges streak with 
black the sides of misty mountains. Almost 
everywhere above all flame and pulse the 
ghostly glacier liguts; and even beating en- 
trance to your almost dreamless sleep come 
the far, faint, yet omnipresent and solemn 
voices of marvelous, mighty waterfalls.

Railway Co. was permitted to occupy land 
owned by the city. 

This information was furnished the Coun- 
cil and the substance of ſt was that the 
Baden & St. Louis Co. were simply tenants 
b sufferance and could be ejected 
a any time, Dr. 

Case, the President road, 
in a lengthy communication to the Mayor on 
the subject sets forth the plausible excuse 
for not having seoner changed the moter 
power of the road that the com pny has been 
unable to place.an issue of bonds amounting 
to $175,000, The financial stringency ofthe 
market is pleaded as an excuse and 
he informs the Mayor that. 
if the citizens of Baden, who take so much 
interest in the matter,’’ will either purchase 
the bondg themselves or procure purchasers 
for them the company will guarantee to 
make a complete change of motor power 
from horses to electricity within four months 
from the date of purchase. The ordinance 
authorizing the change of motor power 
was approved in April, 1892, and the work 
must be completed before October, 1894. It 
also provides that work must be begun within 
six months after the passage of the ordai- 
nance and continued until it is completed.

Garvard's Piay Was Marked by Much 
Strategy and a Number of New Tricks 
~—Hinokey’s Men Showed Admirable 
Headwork and Blocked Every Move 
of Their Opponents—Features of the 
Great Annual Contest. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Nov. 25.—Yale is still 
victorious on the gridiron flela. The grand 
annual meeting to-day resulted in another 
downfall for the wearers of the crimson, who 
felt confident that they were about to turn 
the tables on their adversaries. Instead 
they received an inglorious shut-out, while 
Yale scored a touch-down and a goal.

I was attending school 
at the time, and worked on the paper after 
school hours. My office wasin one half of a 
corn-shed, and but for the fact that the oc- 
cupant of the other half often switched her 
tall and ‘pied’ an entire form, and the con- 
temptible action of a too-enterprising hen 
that possessed an intolerable pen | to lay 
eggs in the e' box of my only case of type, 
my early reportorial life would have been a 
happy one. Then I was annoyed by the 
heated arguments of a family of wasps. 

DAs time went on.I enlarged my paper 
calling it the Commercial Advert Iha 
about 100 subscribers at 25 cents a 
thoughtI stood a good chance of 
wealthy.

STENOGRAPHY NOT NEW. 


It Dates Back to Cicero, Who Used 7,000 
Characters. 


There are more stenographers in St. Louis 
than there are lawyers or doctors. But not 
all of them are competent. A first-class 
shorthand writer is very difficult to find, and 
if he is a fast writer he is sure ofa good 
salary. : 

Shorthand writing asa means of livelihood 
is not aslucrative as many other callings, 


but it affords a young man, if he is quick. 
witted, a fine chance to watch the internal 
workings of a business house, and tee 
help him toward a business education suc 
as he could get in no other way. 

The only fleld that is highly remunerative 
is law reporting, but to become competent 
for this work requires years of assiduous 

8 and the feld of employment is lim - 
ted. 

In many of the a age schools of the coun- 
try stenography isa part of the training. An 
evidence of its recent remarkable growth is 
shown by a circular issued by the Bureau of 
Education at Washington. 

Here it is shown that from July 1. 1889, to 
June 80, 1890, 57,876 persons received instruc- 
tious in the artof shorthand in schools and 
colleges in the United States. A similar 
cirqular was issued by the Bureau in 1884, in 
which it was shown that during the year 1883 
the number of pupils receiving such instruc- 
tion was 12,470. It is therefore quite safe to 
estimate that the number for 1894 will exceed 


75,000. 

But this number does not take into consid- 
eration an army probably equally large who 
receive instruction from some other source 
or from professional stenographers. 

Out of this vast army, however, but a very 
small minority are either physically or ment- 
ally qualifed to become court reporters or 
even office amanuenses. 

Cicero ts said to have been the inventor of 
shorthand writing, and the u, Mar- 
cus Tullius Tiro his friend, the frst sten- 
oyrapher, and he undouotedly did use a 
method of shorthand writing as early as 60

Mapleson had the best system of 
running an American tour of any man who 
ever came to America. He made every 
tour pay for If one tour lost 
he wiped slate and then 
made a new book. When he took Patti to the 
coast he made $250,000. The next season he 
lost $20,000, and was broke and falled to pay 
salaries and quit owing the company that 
much. His loss was represented by what he 
owed the company. Mapleson had the happy 
faculty of making peopie laugh. When his 
chorus people held indignation meetings on 
the back of the stage and refused to go on he 
gavethematalk. It was just the same with. 
his prima donnmas. He could ‘‘con’’ them in 
the same way and they always went on.

SEASON SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

To understand the crucial test through 

which the society has passed within the last 


month kt is necessary to explain that it 
depends principally on season anbdscribers 


who by engaging seats in advance for eight 
concerts insure the society sufficient income 


to guarantee its running expenses and the 
engagement of prominent artists toassist in 


its productions. As the work of the society 
grew in artistic excellence from year to year, 
the subscription list increased proportion- 
ately up to last season, when !t reached high- 
water mark. The pros ts for the season 
of 1893-94 were unusually bright whenthe fi- 
nancial stringency intervened. A consequent 
wave ofeconomy made people fight s of 
anything that savored of a luxury, hen 
the time came, a month ago, fur making up 
the subscription list it was fouud that nearly 
one- half the old subscribers were unwilling 
orunable to renew. Ihe universal excuse 
was the prevailing stringency, a justifiable 
pretext in some instances, an exaggerated 
one in many others. At a time when the 
subscriptions last year amounted to $5,000, 
Only $3,500 had been guaranteed for the pres- 
ent season. The outlook was certainly 
gioomy, but the society took the bull by the 
horns and laid the case plainly before the 
public. It was the best possible course, in-

A notable feature ef the new subscription is 
the number of new names, showing that the 
influence of the society is extending over an 
ever widening tircle. More gratifying still 
isthe fact that quite a numder of the new 
subscriptions are for balcony seats, a fact 
that shows the growing popularity of the so- 
clety among those who patronize its efforts 
pureiy for art’s sake. In time it is hoped 
that this class of patronage will prove 
the principal support of the organizstion. 
The Choral Society was formed fourteen 
es ago to take up the work that had been 
gun and carried on for years by the old 
Philharmonic Society, After the dissolutiog 
of that famous organization, the Oratorio 
and Harmonie societies and the Appollo 
Olub were rmed at different times 
but were abandoned after short careers.

) CORSET IN HISTORY. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE WASP-SHAPED 
STAYS FROM ROMAN TIMES. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

There is po garment of woman’s wearing 
apparel which, owing tothe demands of 
fickle fashion, has been subjected to more 
modifications and changes than the corset. 
To the followers of Jenness-Miller it will be 
interesting to know that, from the remotest 
period of its origin, the object of the corset 
has been neither the health nor the comfort 
ofthe wearer, but precisely what it is to- 
day—to Conceal physical defects and aid 
women in coming nearer to that standard of 
perfection prescribed by the fashion of the 
times. 

The first epoch of the corset was in the 
sarly ages, when. bands were worn around 
he body by the ancient Greek and Roman 
omen. 

The second comprises the first centuries of

the French Monarchy, ora great part of the 
Middle Ages, during which period the style 
of women’s dress presented nothing set- 
tled.

them. The great admiration which the Ro- 
mans had for an undeveloped figure, it being 
regarded as the perfection of lovelinessin 
woman, caused mothers to place this band 
around the chests of young girls to suppress 
natural development. The fascia was also 
worn inthis way by women inclined to em- 
bon point. 

The zona was a wide, fat band worn over 
the tunic, and for young girls it was placed 
lower down than for married women—on the 
loins, just above the hips. The proper posi-

tion of the zona was carefully observed be- 
cause, by this custom among the Romans, is 
indicated whether a woman. was married or 
not. After the marriage ceremony the hus- 
band untied his wife’s zona,ralising it higher, 
as befiting her new station of a married 
woman. 

One thing, which appears to be common in 
all of these bands, was the color, which, ac- 
cording to many writers, we are led to 
believe was red. Nor were they always sim- 
ple garments, but in many cases, when worn 
by ladies of rank, they were ornamented 
with gold embroidery and garnished with 
precious stones. As may be seen from the 
description of these two ceintures, although 
the ancients did not understand corsets as 
we do, the modern corset is in some respects 
& practical combination of two types of 
bands—the zona, which wus worn around 
the hips, and the fascia, worn either around 
or below the breasts. 

Up to this period woman’s dress was a very 
simple affair, consisting only of a long tunic. 
It wag not until the twelfth century, under 
the reign of Louis VI. and Louis VII. of 
France that the robes outlined the upper 
part of the body, and the corsage, or waist, 
was worn separate from the skirt. At the 
commencement of the fourteenth century 
women wore a large coat-shaped garment, 
tightened and held into the figure by wear- 
ing over it a wide band, or ceinture. Fashion 
about this time decreed that the standard of 
beauty should bea very full figure. It was 
in this style of garment that certain pockets 
were made on the inside, over the breasts, 
into which padding was inserted in order to 
make up for any deficiencies of shape. 

Atthe end of the fourteenth century Isa- 
beau de Baviere introduced the first garment 
ofits kind, which exactly adapted itself to 
the figure and wastightened by laces, some- 
times in front and sometimes in the back. 
The skirts were worn under the corsets, 
which were laced far enough apart in the

corset was made of all kinds of materials, 

and many were bordered with fur. 

At the end ofthe fifteenth century fashion 

made an abrupt change, and the overskirt 

madeits appearance. With the overskirt 

came the fartuingale, the first thing in the 
shape ofa bustie or hoops. It was worn un- 

der the overskirt to make it stick out. The 
women were 80 ridiculous in this style of 
dress that the poets of the times composed 

verses against the fashion. Even preachers 

protested against such exaggerations. 

About this time the first step was taken 

towards the quilted corset. lt was made of 

thread or strong linen, with a busk in front. 

This busk at first wasa piece of boxwood, | 
whalebone or of steel, but as it was worn 

over the overskirt, it soon became an object 
of great luxury and beauty, and was fre- 

quently made or silver, gold or ivory, orna- 

mented with arabesques and inerustations. 

A few years later the busk was hidden under 

the corsage and was no longer ornamented. 

In those days kings frequently issued 

orders forbidding their subjects to wear cer- 

tain pieces of clothing. Henry III., for in- 
stance, forbade the use of corsets, which he 

considered pernicious tothe health, but the 

women would not abandon them. At that 

time the corset was a Kind of case which 

boxed in the figure, extending from beneath 
the bosom and finishing in a point over the 
abdomen, These corsets deformed women, 

and were really injurious to the health. 

A celebrated surgeon of the time kept a 
figure on his table to illustrate to his pupils 
how by the use of these “orsets the ribs were 

ushed out of their place, one Overlapping 
he other, If these corsets were harmful to 
health they were certainly works of art, in.

The corset next took a grotesque aspect, 
less close fitting to the y and boned in 
front around the bottom, ina manner caus- 
ing it to flare out, giving the wearer a most 
ridiculous appearance. is monstrosity of 
fashion, called la fausse panse, or false 
stomach, excited the disapproval of the 
Court, and in 1619 an edict was issued stating 
that women who diso eda the King’s ex- 
press commands forbes — them to wear it 
would be severely punished. 

A Mme. De Lacipede dared to disobey this 
injunction, and she was compelled to appear 
before the tribunal. She presented herself

at the bar wearing her peculiar dress, de- 
claring upon her word of honor that this ex- 
— = form was her natural flaure. The 
truth of her statement was difficult to de- 
termine, and after a long deliberation the 
Justices of the court decided that, as they 
had no place to make a thorough Investiga- 
tion, she would have to be released. 

After the death of Henry IV. the custom of 
wearing corsets, whichupto that time had 
been adopted only oy the aristocratic 
classes, spread amongst the middie and 
lower classes, making it very general in use, 
With the death of Marie De Mercedes the 
corset of whalebone returned, somewhat in 
its primitive aspect, and the fashions be- 
came more rational. Towards the end of the 
seventeenth century the short, pointed cor- 
sets were replaced by a sort of close-fitting 
jacket, and for a time the progress of the 
corset was at a standstill. 

Up to the end of the sixteenth century only 
tailors made the garments for both sexes, 
including corsets. In the year 1675 dress 
makers were authorized by the King to make 
women’s garments, on the ground that it 
was more conduciveto the modesty of wom. 
en and girls to be fitted by one of their own 
sex. The tailors no longer preserved for 
themselves the right of making all feminine 
garments, but wany of them, taking the 
title of women’s and children’s tailors, 
made a specialty of corsets. 

Under Louis XV. the corset was cut over 
the hips, laced at the back with a tusk either 
of wood or bone in front, coming down very 
low. The use of whalebones in corsets be- 
came so enormous about thistime that the 
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sum of 600,000 florins was devoted tothe ex- 
clusive purpose of whale fishing. In the last 
yearofthe reign of Louis XV. the corset, 
while preserving the same form, being laced 
either in the frontor back, was laced under 
the arms. According to the prevailing 
fashion of the times, these corsets were worn 
very tight across the breast, pushing the 
figure up very high. Under Louis XVI. cor- 


sets presented nothing particularly novel in 
shape, but were more extravagant in 
material. 

With the disappearance of 


royalty disap- 
peared the fashion of! duften corsets, tignt- 


fitting tothe body. The French Revolution 
was an institution of reforms, and the boned 
corset, like the wig, was suppressed. The 
greatest simplicity in woman's dress re- 
placed the extravagant luxury of the last 
years of the reigns of Louis XV. and Louis 

VI. The Directoire period adopted the an- 
tique mode of dress, with which, in place of 
the corset, was worn a modification of the 
ancient Greek zona. This belt was worn on 
the dress higher up than the antique zona, 
the upper border being widened in the front 
to received the lower part of the chest. This 
belt, however, was soon replaced by a corset 
without whalebones. There were several 
Other styles of corsets introduced at this 
period. One unique in style was made of 
s pangles, but they were all abandoned in 
rapid succession. 

At the commencement of the present 
century the corsets of elegant ladies were 
not very high, and the shoulder- bands 
which had been identified with the corset 
from the beginning, were much narrower. 
In front they extended merely to the bosom, 
exposing two-thirds of the shoulders in the 
back, but covering the abdomen and hips. 
Towards 1810 the corset ala Ninon created a 
sensation. It was all in one piece, laced up 
the back without any bones, the tusk alone 
retaining the rigidity of the corset, 

Toward the end of the first empire the cor- 
set had become as short at the bottom as at 
the top, the back scarcely came below the 
waist, and it was laced up the back. This 
corset was so short at tue top that one-third 
of the bosom was above the gussets, which 
were kept in shape by whalebones placed 
obliquely from top to bottom, 

Women were no less disposed to spend en- 
ormous sums on their tollettes than now. as 
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is proven by a story tol

From 1815 to 1830 carvets were gradually 
lengthened at topand ttom. The gussets 
incloseu the bosom, and while the sides were 
cut high on the hips, they were very large in 
the back and front. This corset was nearly 
always made of double matertal to prevent it 
from stretching or giving, the fashion at that 
period being the extreme opposite to that of 
the corset a la Ninon, when large waists were 
the fashion. Charles X. was an enemy to 
tight corsets and small waists. In speaking 
of the fashions of this period, he said: 
‘‘Formerly it was not a rare thing to find 
Dianas, Niobés and Venuses among the wom- 
en of France; to-day one encounters nothing 
but wasps.’’ 

In 1842 a new corset called the ‘‘Pares- 
seus®,’’ or lazy one, made its appearance. 
Although differing very little in shape from 
those which went before, it was more agree- 
able and comfortable to wear. This corset 
having been subject to numerous modifica- 
tions of height and length, has come down to 
us. One ofthe principal changes which has 
been madein it has been the introduction 
of steels with hooks and eyes, taking the 


place of the lacer, which, until a compara- 


tively recent date, was the only 

closing a corset. Although the convenience 
of this addition cannot be disputed, there are 
French corset-makers who as {late as to-day 
insist that by this change the corset lost 
ull of its feminine elegance.
